Whaley's . 382 point score. 


Montesa-mounted Jack Stites and 
Curt Comer, Jr. filled the third 
and fourth slots with 39.0 and 42.1 
totals. Bultaco rider Terry Cheney 
rounded out the top five with a 
43.9. Lane Leavitt, in a much closer 


clash, let 32 points get past him at 


the June 18 Nashoba Valley Riders 
event in East Swanzey, NH, 
narrowly edging Bill Burgener's 
33.7 ride on his Montesa. Comer 
took third at 38.4; Whaley's 40.3 
was good enough for fourth; 
Montesa’s Don Sweet scored a 
41.9 fifth place. 


Bernie Schreiber rode the June 18 
event but was disqualified for running 
one minute outside his grace period. 
He protested the disqualification; the 
protest was turned down. Schreiber 
appealed, making the results "pro- 
visional" until an official decision is 
made. His score was good enough to 
have won the meet had he not been 
disqualified. 


Team KTM’s Jack Penton high 
pointed the June 18 North Star 
National Enduro put on by the 
Range Riders MC. of Grand 
Rapids, MN. Team Suzuki rider 
Herluf Johnson took AA class 
laurels while Can-Am rider John 
Martin put in the best A class ride. 


According to the U.S. Suzuki people, 
Pat Hennen's condition is 
"unchanged." Doctors at Noble 
Hospital in Liverpool, England are 
waiting for Hennen to regain 
consciousness before they make 
further decisions regarding treatment 
for the American Suzuki rider injured 
in an Isle of Man TT crash. 


Guennady Moisseev put his KTM 
at the head of the list at the June 
18 British 250cc World 
Championship MX Series round 
with a perfect 1-1 score. Second 


and third went to Harry Everts, 
who rides Bultaco, and  Maico- 
mounted Neal Hudson with 2-2 and 
3-3 tallies, respectively. The series 
moves to France for a July 2 race, 
then it'S on to America for the July 
30 250cc USGP at Unadilla, NY.

The 
swingarms have not been bored 
and are without chain adjusters, so 
watch out if somebody tries to sell 
one cheap. 


International Six Days Trial competi- 
tion has always been among the 
toughest in the world, but this year, 
even more than before, the fight will 
start in the AMA meeting where it's 
determined who will or will not go. 
According to the AMA's Al Eames, the 
top six in each class from the AMA 
ISDT Qualifier Series automatically 
are selected. But from there on down, 
the going gets rough. A particularly 
touchy decision for the '78 ISDT in 
Sweden will be that of determining the 
U.S. Silver Vase Team. It's rumored 
that no fewer than four manufacturers 
— Husqvarna, Yamaha, Suzuki and 
KTM — want it. 


The annual Bol d’Or 24-hour en- 
durance road race in France will 
reportedly witness an American 
invasion this year. Set to enter the 
September 16-17 race is an all- 
American effort consisting of Ron 
Pierce and Steve McLaughlin, who 
will ride a monoshock 1,000-plus 
Kawasaki prepared by Bob Bahn. 
Word also has Reg Pridmore, Wes 
Cooley and Gary Fisher set to 
compete, the latter aboard a 
Yoshimura Suzuki. 


England's Texaco Heron Suzuki team 
manager Rex White has announced 
that Barry Sheene will have a "lower 
and lighter" Suzuki 500 for the next 
Grand Prix road race which will be the 
Dutch TT on June 24. “We realize 
that the next round of the series is 
vital. You could say it’s the crunch 
meeting. If we don’t win there it’s 
going to be very, very difficult for 
Suzuki to retain the title,” said White. ®

BLM lauds riders’ “thoughtful 
involvement” 


Our compliments to the American 
Motorcyclist Association and Cycle 
News West for their efforts to 
encourage thoughtful involvement in 
the Bureau of Land Management's 
review procedures. 

The May 17 article “BLM 
Wilderness — Can we afford to say, 
I've done enough?” squarely sets out 
the issue. As the article notes, those 
who support responsible ORV use on 
the public lands must take part in the 
full process if they want their views 
considered. Walking out of a meeting 
without providing the requested 
comments is like leaving the voting 
booth without pulling the lever. We 
commend you for bringing home that 
point. 

The time is rapidly approaching 
when the cycling community should 
participate in the most important 
wilderness decisions which could bear 
on recreational vehicle use. 

Presently, the Bureau of Land 
Management in the California Desert 
Conservation Area is inventorying all 
5,000-acre roadless areas to find those 
with wilderness characteristics. This is 
the first step in a wilderness review. 
Those lands identified in the inventory 
will be studied for possible inclusion in 
the wilderness system, and soon this 
process will be repeated throughout 
the Western States. 

A lot of time has been spent at 
meetings discussing what a road zs and 
what “roadless” means. Of equal or 
greater importance to public land 
users is whether an area has wilderness 
characteristics in the first place. A 
5,000-acre “roadless area” must meet 
the criteria of the Wilderness Act of 
1964. It does not automatically 
become wilderness. An important 
consideration stated in the Act is 
whether the imprint of man’s work on 
the land is “substantially 
unnoticeable.” 

From a practical point, what does 
this mean to ORV users? By 
illustration, if a 5,000-acre “roadless” 
area is criss-crossed by ways, trails, 
tracks, or ruts, and the imprint of 
man’s activities is not only obvious, but 
irreparable, the area isn’t likely to be 
inventoried. Many of the areas you 
want and enjoy are going to fall from 





consideration early on because they 
don’t have wilderness characteristics. 

If the effects of cycles and other off- 
road vehicles are “substantially 
noticeable” and an area becomes a 
wilderness study area, it will be studied 
further to see if it should be 
wilderness. During the study and 
review procedure, ORV use can 
continue if the use doesn’t expand the 
existing ways, trails, and roads or ruts 
to a point that wilderness values are 
impaired. 

The studies will be done locally and 
will consider wilderness values along 
With all other uses for the land. BLM 
will make a grassroots assessment of 
the ultimate and best uses of the land, 
including recreational use, with full 
public participation. People who are 
knowledgeable about the countryside 
can be very helpful to us in these 
decisions. 

In what may appear to be an 
“arduous” process, we strongly urge 
your members to emphasize the why 
behind their concerns when they 
comment to the Bureau. The reason 
why is what we're obligated to 
consider. We can't make a thoughtful 
determination on comments that 
simply express a position for or agaznst 
wilderness. 

Again, we appreciate your concern 
and your efforts to explain what we in 
the Bureau of Land Management 
must do according to law and how 
recreational users can contribute to 
the proces. We trust they will 
continue to do so.

It all 
ads up to $77 per rider and his 
mechanic to get into this prestigious 
ripoff. 

We have enjoyed the Superbowl of 
Motocross (the real one) and look 
forward to seeing it, but why do 
Goodwin and AMA allow this follow- 
on leaching of the Amateur riders?

Be careful of fire hazards 


Because of the heavy rains this past 
winter there is a very heavy wild grass 
crop throughout the state of 
California. Coupled with the lasting 
effect of the prior two years of 
drought, the potential for wildland 
fire ignition and spread is expected to 
be higher than normal. 

Depending on the fire weather 
conditions during this fire season, fire 
agencies are expecting trouble; 
therefore, the Department of Forestry 
is asking for your cooperation and 
offer the following fire safety tips for 
users of the wildland areas. 

1. Do not drive vehicles off roads in 
high fire-dangerous wildland areas 
unless absolutely necessary. Under 
no circumstances stop or park ex- 
cept in an area clear of flamma- 
ble vegetation. All vehicles exhaust 
systems are not hot enough, when 
in operation and immediately 
following operation, to ignite dry 
vegetation and other flammables. 

2. When vehicles are catalytic con- 
verter equipped, be sure the en- 
gine is properly tuned and opera- 
ting normally. If the engine is mal- 
functioning, do not operate the 
vehicle. 

3. All vehicles, that by absolute ne- 
cessity must be operated off road, 
should be equipped with a shovel 
and five-gallon backpack pump, 
maintained in operating condition. 

4. All engines, including motorcycles, 
operated on hydrocarbon fuel such 
as gasoline, diesel and propane, 
except passenger vehicles, trucks 
and buses, are required by Califor- 
nia law to be equipped with an ap- 
proved spark arrester which is 
maintained in effective working 
order when operated on timber, 
brush or grasslands.

Aksland tops Connecti

LOUDON, NH, JUNE 18 


Despite the best efforts of Connecticut Yankees 
Mike Baldwin and Richard Schlachter, it was 
Skip Aksland who occupied the highest plat- 


form in winner’s circle following Sunday’s 


Pentax Laconia Classic. The 
second road race of the '78 Camel 
Pro Series was run at record pace 
over the newly re-paved 1.6 mile 
surface of Bryar Motorsports Park, 
and despite some blistering mid-race 
laps in the lead by Schlachter, the race 
belonged to Californian Aksland by a 
10-second-plus margin at the end of 
the 76 mile, 47-lap event. 


Heats 

With King Kenny Roberts in 
Europe, most road race followers have 
tagged Aksland as heir apparent to 
Kenny's throne, and he ran true to 
form in capturing the first five-lap 
qualifying heat with a three-second 
margin over  runnerup Harry 
Klinzmann. Rounding out the top five 
were Gary Nixon (who posted at 
Loudon “only because two friends, 
Don Moran and Don Cochran gave me 
expense money”), first lap leader John 
Longer and Canadian Jim Allen. 

Heat number two provided a 
fireworks battle between Mike 
Baldwin and Georgia's Dale Singleton. 
Singleton bulled his way past Baldwin 
to take the lead on the third lap only to 





pitch it away in Bryar's turn two when 
"the front tire just washed out on me." 
Baldwin led Wes Cooley, Schlachter, 
and former Grand National 
Champions Gary Scott and, Gene 
Romero across the finish line in what 
turned out to be the faster heat of the 
pair. 3 


National 

The front row of the National saw 
self-sponsored Baldwin on the pole 
joined by Wes Cooley, PJI Lubricants- 
sponsored Aksland, Schlacter aboard 
the Kevin Cameron-tuned, R&J 
Builders-sponsored Yamaha, and Mr. 
Al's Restaurant/Paul Dahmen/D.G.- 
sponsored Harry Klinzmann. 

On the eighth and last row sat Dale 
Singleton, thanks to a rebuild job on 
his Taylor White Special that was 
feverishly performed by an ever- 
changing crew led by Dale's right hand 
man Melvin Terry and brother Toot. 

Aksland led the 40-man field 
around on the first lap, followed 
closely by Jim Allen, Klinzmann and 
Schlachter. But by the end of the 
second tour of the circuit Aksland had 
a three-second lead over Allen and the 





remainder of the field and pit wall 
occupiers were already listing Skip as 
the winner. 

While Aksland was doing his thing 
out front, the field was sorting itself 
out with the fastest sorting out being 
done by "Pig Farmer" Singleton. By 
the end of the fourth lap, Aksland had 
built up a five-second lead and 
Singleton had worked his way up to 
llth, having passed the likes of 
Romero, Cooley and Long. 

Lap six saw Aksland's lead built up 
to six-seconds, Schlachter take over a 
strong second, McLaughlin and 
Baldwin hassle over third, Singleton 
add Steve Eklund to the list of people 
he had passed, and Klinzmann pull 
out of the race with a “tied up” engine. 

Lap nine wrote “finished” on Gene 
Romero's day when his Don 
Vesco/Ocean Pacific Yamaha “seized 
going up the hill.” At the end of the 
following lap, the 10th, the order 
across the start/finish line read 
Aksland, Schlachter, Baldwin, 
McLaughlin, Scott, Aldana, Nixon, 
Allen, Singleton and Eklund. 


McLaughlin's ride was noteworthy 
in that he was competing aboard a 
bike made up of “donated bits and 
pieces." The paint didn't match and 
they may have been bits and pieces, 
but McLaughlin was giving Mike 
Baldwin fits in their fight for third on 
what many call Mike's "home course." 

Schlachter brought the crowd to its 
feet on the 13th lap when he 





eliminated Aksland’s lead and raced 
Skip side-by-side around Loudon's 
"bowl" turn in front of the 
grandstands. s 

The following lap saw Mike Baeder 
get sideways in turm eight. He 
“knocked a carb off I was so out of 
shape.” 

Two laps later the absolute master 
of Loudon, the crowd's definite 
favorite, the man the program called 
“the old man of racing,” Gary Nixon 
pulled out of the race after running a 
non-competitive eighth. 


“I thought something was wrong 
with the bike, but Erv tells me I was 
cutting 1.12s just like I had been doing 
all weekend. But that doesn’t get it 
when guys are turning 9’s or better. I 
was just going slow, admitted the Erv 
Kanemoto/Roy  Page/J.R.  Kelley- 
sponsored Nixon. 

As Nixon was calling it a day, 
Schlachter was doing his best to make 
it his day. The Old Lyme, Connecticut 
carpenter took the lead from Aksland 
on the 17th lap and held the point 
position for the next three go-arounds.

The 
finishing order for the top three places 
was set: Aksland, Baldwin and 
Schlachter. 

Behind that trio another drama was 
undolding. Gary' Scott, whose luck in 
road racing is worse than bad (he calls 
it rotten), had worked his way into 
fourth after a multi-lap dice with 
McLaughlin. With but four laps to go, 
Scott opened up a two-second margin 
over McLaughlin and was surely 
counting the fourth place Camel Pro 
points. 

But two laps from the end, tuner Sal 
Acosta's face got the far-away “oh not, 
not again” look. Scott had unloaded in 
turn two. “My front end washed out,” 
said the KK Motorcycle Supply- 
sponsored Scott. 

So fourth belonged to McLaughlin, 
and behind him in fifth came 
Singleton. 

“I could have gotten into winner's 

_ circle, but in the rush to get the bike 
back together in time for the National, 
one of us forgot to tighten the nut that

secures the right hand clip-on. It kept 
moving back into the tank and besides 
that I lost most of my front brakes,” 
said a disappointed, yet pleased with 
his come-from-behind performance, 
Singleton. 


Sixth went to David Aldana and his 
Team Dahmen Yamaha; seventh to 
Ron Pierce, eighth to Jim Allen and 
his new ride courtesy of Laurel 
Enterprises/Paul Napier; ninth to 
points-seeker Steve Eklund and his 
Zanotti Enterprises Yamaha, and 
rounding out the top 10 via a 
consistent, smooth ride came Atlanta's 
Ron Mass. 


As expected, 20 big Camel Pro 
Series points went to Aksland, who 
after the race said, "It would have 
been a different race if Dale 
(Singleton) had started up front." 
Those points moved Aksland past 
Eklund into second behind defending 
champion Jay Springsteen. Springer 
posted at Loudon with an XR750 
powered Harley, but the engine gave 
up the fight in Sunday n 
practice. 


All in all, the race provided the first

Although it was a very popular 
victory, Gary Nixon was not 
smiling after his win in the Ex- 





pert Lightweight event. “Hey, I 


don’t think I made enough to pay for 


the gas,” was Nixon’s reply to a post- 
race question. 
Indeed. Nixon, aboard his J.R. 


Kelley/KK Motorcycle Supply mount 
easily outdistanced Vickery Yamaha- 
sponsored Bruce Sass and privateer 
Pierre Beullac. Nixon's share of 


„the purse was $375 plus $50 for 


being fast qualifier. Sass and Beullac 
took home $255 and $160, 
respectively. Interest in the 
Lightweight events has dwindled to 
the point that many riders left 250cc 
bikes home, shrinking the field of 
starters to 21. 

The racing, at least for the top two 
positions was fierce in the qualifying 


‘heat and it set the table for what 


would transpire in the final. Harley- 
Davidson's Jay Springsteen was loose. 
"Hey, I'm here to have fun and go 
fast," said Springer. He was fast 
enough to surprise Loudon master 
Nixon in their battle for the heat race 
win. 


Springsteen swapped the lead with 
Nixon a number of times and the pair 
hit the finish line less than a bike 
length apart after five laps. 

The 32-lap feature saw Springer 
explode from the starting line to lead 
Nixon, Beullac, Sass and Mike Baeder 
into the first turn. Miles Baldwin, via a 
super start, quickly worked his way, to 
third as Jay drew out a lead of about 
100 feet by lap three. 
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John Bettencourt ran the wheels off the Superbike Production class. 





By lap six Springsteen had a three- 
second advantage over Nixon. Behind 
the front running quartet, John 
Bettencourt was waging war with 
Beullac, in a battle for fifth. Three 
laps later Bettencourt was down and 
out, but not hurt. : 

Miles Baldwin was looking for a 
chance to make a move, but slid out 
on lap 12 ending his bid for a top three 
spot. 

Nixon began to close the gap on 
Springsteen as the pair pulled away 
from the field and appeared to be 
readying a challenge. Tuner Erv 
Kanemoto flashed Nixon a "minus two 
seconds" as he sped past the pits 
toward the start of lap 18. At that 
same instant the race became a one 
rider affair. A huge roar went up from 
the crowd as Springer exploded the 
haybales near the start/finish line. 

“I guess it was a bump or 
something,” said the defending 
National Champ later. “The front end 
slid out. If I had had my steel shoe on I 
might have saved it,” he jokingly said. 

The final 14 laps were uneventful as 
Nixon easily cruised to victory with an 
over-20-second margin in hand. 
Neither Sass nor Beullac knew that 
they were destined for the winner's 
circle champagne. Beullac found out 
about his third place finish only after 
running out of gas on the cooling-off

Bettencourt 
bags a big one

LOUDON, NH, JUNE 18 
“I really haven't had any practice 


at this," said John Bettencourt as, 


he tried to open a champagne 
bottle after his Superbike Pro- 
duction victory. “But you can bet that 
I'm out to get as much practice as 
possible." 

Bettencourt, in steady, relentless 
fashion, literally ran the wheels off his 
competition forcing them to drop out 
one by one and give the Yoshimura 
East-sponsored, Suzuki rider a 








comfortable victory. 

John Long continued to show that 
BMW is a superbike to contend with as 
he put the Tod Schuester/Udo Gietl/ 
GS Performance  Group-sponsored 
BMW into second place. Reg 
Pridmore aboard the Vetter Fairing/ 
Pierre des Rochez Kawasaki finished 
third. 

In distinct contrast to the parade of 
Yamahas that filled out the results 
sheets in other races, the Superbike 
Production bash found five brands in 
the top five places. Paul Ritter rode his 
Aero-Union/Euromart Ducati to 
fourth with John Fuchs, on a strong- 
sounding Honda sponsored by Randy 
Crabelli, fifth. 

The event was also Ms. Carter 
Alsop’s first ride in the Superbike 
ranks. Alsop, aboard a Suzuki GS1000 
sponsored by U.S. Suzuki/Castrol/ 
Dunlop and Toyota, proved she could 
get the gas on consistently. However, 
her consistency was a good 10 seconds 
a lap off the pace of being 
competitive. 

The long parade into turn one was 
led by Wes Cooley as he sought to 
make up for the problem — a flat tire 

- that had made his heat race a one 
lap affair. Tucked closely behind were 
Bettencourt, Ron Pierce, Paul 
Stephenson and Harry Klinzmann 
with Reg Pridmore, Mike Baldwin and 
John Long moving in. 

Pierce was quickly out with clutch 
problems. Cooley began to feel 
pressure from Bettencourt, but held 
his position as Baldwin moved through 
to challenge Klinzmann. 

By lap six Bettencourt had swooped 
past Cooley using late braking tactics 
as Baldwin did the 
Klinzmann. Baldwin then moved past 
Cooley and began to hound 
Bettencourt. 

Baldwin crashed spectacularly on 
lap 12, cartwheeling bike and bod in 
the downhill section. He was unhurt. 
Two laps later Cooley retired with 
undisclosed engine problems leaving 
Bettencourt with an approximate 14. 
second lead over Klinzmann. 

Klinzmann appeared safe in second 
as did. Bettencourt's lead. But Long 
had other ideas and began to close the 
gap in the final five laps as Pridmore 
waited in fourth. 

One lap from the end Klinzmann 
pited his BMW of San Jose, CA, 
BMW. A cracked case was the culprit. 
Long continued to motor to second 
place — a similar problem with his 
BMW's.case had befallen him in 
Saturday's practice — as Pridmore 
settled for third. 

One interesting note on the 
machinery was an anti-dive device on 
the front forks of Long's BMW which 
improved the handling 
“considerably,” according to Long. @

10 ionship MX Series title. It was. 


Hannah's eighth straight win in 


completed 10-race series. Much of the 
credit for Hannah's success must go to 
Team Yamaha mechanic Keith 
McCarty and the well-prepared 
0W36B works Yamaha which has yet 
to register a DNF this year. 

Backing up the Hurricane’s 250cc 
National Championship victory was 
Yamaha teammate Mike “Daddy 
Longlegs” Bell, who spun his web on 
both motos in the day's 500cc National 
class with his Dave Osterman 





wrenched OW37 to give the 
Lakewood,California, rider his first 
National victory. Mike moved into 
second place in the point standings 
behind Honda's Tommy Croft. 

Cycle World U.S.A. proved to be an 
excellent course for declaring a new 
National Champion with its rough 
hilly terrain, moist tacky dirt and high 
speed jumps; just what Hannah 
ordered to prove his ability as the top 
rider in America. In the process he 
joins an elite club of three, including 
three-time winners Gary Jones and 
Tony DiStefano, as holders of the 
AMA 250cc National Championship 
MX crown. 


250cc National 

“When I got up this morning, I 
decided to go for it,” said Hannah. 

There was none of the holding back 
that fans saw the weekend before at 
Sears Point where Hannah battled all 
day for his win, nearly losing it to a 
stronger-looking Marty Tripes. This 
week Bob didn’t even have to look 
back. 

Even Marty Tripes couldn't stop 
him as Bob charged up from his eighth 
place start in the opening moto to 
latch onto the lead by lap six, blasting 
past front runners Chuck Sun and 
Rich Eierstedt in the process. Marty 
had been holding down fourth spot 
behind Pierre Karsmarkers and ahead 
of Hannah, but on the fourth lap he 
lost it in a crash that let Hannah dodge 
by easily. 3 

"Me and the bike just seemed to be 
having a lot of problems," Marty 
shook his head in disgust. 

At one point Bob even rode around 
the track one-handed while adjusting 
a loose front brake cable, maintaining 
his lead over Husky's Sun and Can- 
Am’s Eierstedt. 

For Eierstedt, it was his first race 
since the Pittsburgh Supercross crash 
which put him out of action, but he 
was back in better form than ever. 
Marty Tripes tried to make up for lost 
ground and moved up to third behind 
Sun and Hannah, but then bike 
problems once again took their toll to 
put him out of the race. Hannah had 
an easy romp the remaining distance 
to the finish. 





“Hannah was just so much faster 
than everyone else,” said Tony 
DiStefano who watched the second 
250cc moto. “He was going five feet 
further off the jumps than anyone else, 
and when he landed he'd miss all the 
bumps." 

Within three laps, Bob had moved 
up from his fourth place start, passing 
Sun, Jimmy Ellis and Eierstedt to take 
the lead for the second time of the day. 
Tripes pulled a bum start this time, hit 
;a downed rider a couple turns later to 
get tossed on his head and left with a 
bent shift lever. Marty still managed to 
recover from his last place slot to sixth. 

Suzuki's Kent Howerton crashed at 
the start of both motos, and worked 
his way up to seventh and fifth. 

Weinert and Savitski kept the fans 
entertained with a race-long battle in 
the first moto over sixth place. The 
Jammer DNF the second moto while 
“John Boy” took 10th with his. DG 
Yamaha equipped with a new Fox 
AirShox monoshock unit. 

When asked how he felt about 
winning his second National 
Championship to go with his previous 
1976 AMA 125cc title, Hannah could 
only answer, “It’s already behind me. 
Right now I'm only thinking about the 
Superbowl and building up a good 
points lead on Tripes. 

Marty meanwhile, was probably 
wishing Bob some of the bad luck that 
hounded him at nearly ever race. The 
Superbowl might finally be the 
showdown. 


500cc National 

“Well it looks like I don’t have to 
make excuses today,” beamed Mike 
Bell, “Everything finally went right. 
I've been practicing my starts, and it 
really helped out. I owe it all to Dave 
Osterman and the OW 37. It’s the first 
of more wins to come.” 

Bell dominated both starts with first 
in the opening moto and a third off 
the line in the second race which 
quickly turned into another first place. 

The surprise of the day was Suzuki's 
Tony DiStefano who ignored his 
swollen knee to charge past the tank 
clashing among Mickey Kessler, 
LaPorte, Staten, Clark and Croft to 
move into second place. It looked like 


Tony even had a shot at the lead, but 
then a crash dropped him back to 
sixth. The problem was eventually 
traced to wheel problems, with Suzuki 
teammate Danny LaPorte suffering a 
broken front wheel on his RN as well. 

Honda's “Tomahawk” Croft rode a 
steady moto to move up to second. 
Marty Smith got a miserable start and 
had a difficult time improving on it. 

“The slower riders were impossible 
to pass because they never followed the 
same lines. Once I got past them, it 
was easier to improve my position,” 
explained AMA 500cc National 
Champ Smith. 

In the second moto, the defending 
500cc Champion tailed Mike Bell from 
start to finish. The bike Marty was 
riding was a redesigned Dave Arnold- 
design RC Frame built by C&J. 

Danny LaPorte worked-up to third 
place before he was slowed by a faulty 
CDI unit. 

One of the best performances of the 
day was posted by Orangevale, 
California’s Darrell Shultz as he 
battled the top factory riders both 
motos with his Wheelsmith Maico, 
putting 4-3 moto finishes together for 
third overall behind Bell and Croft.

total. Vesterinen was only 3.6 points 
ahead of Sweden's Ulf Karlsson, who 
holds down fourth in the point stan- 
dings for the Montesa marque, a scant 
six points behind Schreiber. 

The originally planned three-ride 
schedule was dropped for a two-ride 
program with the riders allowed five 
hours plus an hour of grace to com- 
plete the event. The course was dif- 
ficult, even by World Championship 
standards, and the fatigue level was 
high. 

Hill sections #6 (Nail Factory Moun- 
tain) and #11 (Loose Rock Camber) 
were high point losers for most riders, 
but veteran Mick Andrews and 
Vesterinen cleaned #11 on their first 
run, and Lampkin got but a three. 
Only two other riders made it to the 
top on the first run through. 

On the second loop Marland 
Whaley, on his new Montesa ride, and 
Vesterinen cleaned it while Lampkin 
took another three. Schreiber took a 5 
both times as did SWM rider, Fren- 
chman Charles Coutard. Andrews also 
took a 5 on the second loop as fatigue 
was clearly visible not only on his face, 
but in his performance as well. 


Arrows on the hills were very far 
apart so there were about three alter- 
nate routes on #11, whereas #6’s hill 
had one well worn high speed trail to 
the final steep incline where it was do- 
it-however-you-can to keep the front 
wheel down and the rear wheel under 
traction over the loose rocks and roots. 
Ossa mounted Andrews and Montesa 
mounted Curt Comer were among the 
few who made it to the top. On the 
second loop many competitors accep- 
ted a 5 at the base thus saving time 
and possible time penalty points and 
went on to the next section. 

Some felt there was no necessity of 
nearly impassable sections, however, 
discussions with several Nationally 
ranked riders brought forth opinions 
that added up to approval of such sec- 
tions to provide the challenge required 
by international class riders to 
establish a point spread. 


The Wagner Cup, which Schreiber 
won at Roaring Branch, is a unique 
24-carat gold bowl on a wooden base 
with four carvings of the bighorn 
sheep, a species found primarily in the 
U.S. and well known for its agility in 
rocky terrain. The Wagner Cup stays 
in this country at AMA headquarters 
in Ohio and the yearly winner receives 
a hand carved replica of the bighorn 
sheep. 


The award is named after Wiltz 
Wagner, an enthusiastic trials com- 
petitor from Colorado who was in- 
strumental in the founding of the Nor- 
th American Trials Council. Wagner 
finished second behind Honda's Bob 
Nickelsen in today's Senior class. 


Over 4,000 spectators ventured into 
Roaring Branch Motorsport Park to 
witness the 5th Annual. Wagner Cup 
Trials, an event that can best be 
described as being a masterpiece of 
hard work and planning. Under the 
direction of clerk of the course Jerry 
Young and the Pennsylvania Trials 
Riders, Inc., the whole affair went off 
with unbelievable smoothness. 
Reaping the profit from the thousands 
of spectators who paid to watch the 
world’s best trials riders is the North 
Central Pennsylvania Chapter of the 
Multiple Sclerosis Society. °

Mammoth Mountain was charged with excite- 
ment and tension in anticipation of the 11th 
Annual Mammoth Mountain Motocross. Racers 
from throughout the western United States 


started arriving early in the week 
to test themselves and their ma- 
chines against the challenging 
track, some 8,000 feet above sea 
level. 

On Sunday, close to 300 Pros 
engaged in a battle that shook the 
Mountain. ` 

Team Yamaha's Broc Glover took 
home the overall win in a history- 
making last-second-pass finale in the 
125cc Pros. Marty Moates, riding for 
LOP aboard a Honda, picked up 
$1,000 for the 250cc Pro win, and 
Sherman Schneller, Suzuki-mounted 
out of Santa Maria, CA claimed top 
honors for the Open Pros. 

David Taylor (Suz) jumped off the 
line and into the lead of the 125cc Pro 
semi-final. The semi-final and final 
scores were combined to determine 
overall scores. Taylor had Arizona's 
Chappy Blose in second followed by 
Ronald McQuade. The race was 
immediately red-flagged as a flock of 
riders went down on the hill. On the 
re-start, Glover pulled the holeshot; 
Jack Keese edged into second. Moving 
in quickly, Warren Reid showed what 
the new Honda was made of by taking 
over the number two slot and entering 
into a duel with Glover that would 
carry them through both races and 
down to the finish. 

Reid continued his pursuit of Glvoer 
and was , narrowing his lead 
dramatically by the end of the heat. At

the finish line Taylor crossed over in 
third with Keese holding fourth. 

When the bikes fired off the line for 
the final, Team Suzuki's Brian 
Myerscough led with Moates closing 
fast in second. Reid was running third 
with Bobby Jones (Suz), Keese and 
Blose in that order. Glover, set back in 
llth, was showing everyone why he is 
the National Number One 125cc 
motocrosser. Literally’ dusting the 
track, he moved to fourth, right 
behind Reid who was pushing 
Myerscough for second. Taylor had 
worked his way into the lead and had 
opened up all the stops trying to keep 
ahead of the traffic. 

Reid moved on by for second and 
was going for it! Grabbing a handful, 
he set out to take Taylor. A wheel- 
clashing duel went down between 
them and Reid propelled himself into 
the lead, followed closely by Glover. 

What followed between Reid and 
Glover made motocross history for 
Mammoth. At first it appeared that 
Reid would make it, pulling Glover up 
the hill and stretching out a bit of a 
lead. Then coming around for the 
final time, Glover made a last moment 
stab at the lead, closing right on top of 
Reid over the jumps and edging up 
alongside him in the last turns. 
Fighting for all he was worth, Reid led 
by mere inches with Glover thrusting 
his Yamaha ahead at the checkered 
flag for the overall win, then promptly 
going over a  berm,

spectators in all directions. Taylor 
finished the race in third with 
Myerscough running a strong fourth. 
Keese took fifth, Scott Karl sixth, 
Marty Miller seventh and Jones eighth. 
Keese, Miller, Jones, Myerscough and 
Karl followed Taylor im the overall 
order. 

Coming to the line for the start of 
the 250cc Pro semi-final, 
Moates (LOP Hon) led off the line in 
one of the most radical starts of the 
day. Jerome Heiberger, on a Honda, 
was challenging, with Bob Kline, also 
Honda-mounted, in third. Kline had 
heavy traffic behind him from Brett 
Meyer, Allen Berluti and Gary 
Denton. Heiberger had Moates in 
sight and was holding off a heavy pack 
of racers. From Kline on back, bikes 
and riders were taking the track two 
and three abreast; absolute madness! 

Jim Lesniewski (Mai) was making 
tracks, moving up from eighth to third 
and keeping the heat on Heiberger. 

Gary Denton, who couldn't seem to 
break away from the pack in his semi- 
final made up for it in the final, taking 
the holeshot and fighting off Turner 
and Moates. On the uphill, Moates 
took control with Denton and Turner 
holding second and third. Tim Tolar 
(Suz) moved on up and into second, 
finding Turner and Denton steaming 
up behind him. Jim Lesniewski also 
was making a bid at the lead and 
followed Denton past Turner and on 
the way to Moates. Coming around on 
the white flag lap Denton had the 
throttle wide open and was closing on 
Moates. 

But Moates held firm and led 
Denton acorss the finish line for the 
overall win for the class.

Herron wins Senior TT, 
Hennen injured

ISLE OF MAN, ENGLAND, JUNE5 


Ireland’s Tom Herron (Suzuki) scored a re- 
cord-breaking win in Monday’s 500cc Senior 
TT. It was the 29-year-old Ulsterman’s third 
Isle of Man success and his winning average of 


111.74 mph is the fastest in the 
72-year history of the world’s 
most famous motor cycle races. 

“No problem, no problem at 
all,” laughed Tom, after leading the 
race from start to finish on his own 
RG500 Suzuki, prepared by Canadian 
Wes Pratt and Peter Kelly. 

He started the race carrying ten 
gallons of fuel in his enlarged main 
tank and a tank in the rear of the seat. 

Behind him, fellow Ulsterman Billy 
Guthrie (Suzuki) made it a one-two for 
Ireland. In fact, the pair of them are 
near neighbours in Lisbon, County 
Antrim, living just four miles apart. 

Billy suffered because he opted for 
rain tyres and in the dry conditions 
found his Suzuki a handful. However, 
it was his best TT placing, improving 
on the two third places he took two 
years ago. 

But the race ended on a somber 
note. American Pat Hennen, who on 
the fifth lap set a new absolute lap rec 
ord with the first ever race lap at un- 
der 20 minutes (his time was 19m 
53.2s, 113.83 mph) crashed while 
chasing Herron. 

He came off on the flat-out section 
just beyond Bishopscourt and was 
taken unconsious to’ hospital by 
helicopter. 

Crowd favourite Mike Hailwood suf- 
fered an early blow on the second lap 
when, while chasing Herron and Hen- 
nen and John Williams, the steering 
damper of his Martini Yamaha slipped 
a bush. He stopped at the pits to repair 
it and restarted well behind, lapping 
very quickly until on the last lap he 
had more machine trouble. 


Chas Mortimer opted to ride a John . 


Maxton 350cc Yamaha and was 
delighted with his third place - only lit- 
tle ‘un among the Suzukis on the 
leaderboard. 

The big question before the race 
was “Can Hailwood do it again?” He 
proved on Saturday that he had lost 
little, if any, of his skill when he shat- 
tered the opposition in the Formula 
One race on a Ducati. Could he repeat 
the dose in the Senior? 

His mount on Monday was a works 
Yamaha. Not the latest type but the 
machine raced by Giacomo Agostini 
last year and beautifully prepared for 
the TT by his team of three Yamaha 
works mechanics - Nobby Clark, Jerry 
Wood and Trevor Hillbury. 

During practice Mike covered only 
four laps on the Yamaha and he ad- 
mitted that he was still learning to ride 
it. His best lap was 21° minutes 2.6 
seconds, 107.57 mph— considerably 





slower than his best Ducati lap, even 
though the Yamaha screamed out 
around 115 bhp— probably 25 bhp 
more than the Italian four-stroke. 

Despite this relatively slow, by 
Hailwood standards, lap - it was still 
quick enough to put him fourth in the 
practice leaderboard. Fastest lap had 
been set by Pat Hennen on his latest 
type works Suzuki at 20 minutes 19.4 
seconds, 111.38 mph - just 9.6 seconds 
outside John Williams Suzuki lap 
record. 

Ulster's Tom Herron had been next 
best on his standard Suzuki, only 2.8 
seconds slower than Hennen with Stan 
Woods (Suzuki) third, but Woods was 
a non-starter because of injuries 
sustained when he crashed during the 
Liege 24-hour race at the weekend. 
Alex George (Suzuki) had lapped just 
a split second down on Hailwood and 
Charlie Williams on a 350cc Yamaha 
rounded out the top half-dozen. 

Of the favourites Hennen at number 
three was first away-just ten seconds 
ahead of John Williams, who had been 
loaned a works 54/54mm engine by 
Texaco Heron Team Suzuki. 

Herron was ten seconds behind 
Williams with Hailwood, riding No. 
12 in all his four races, 20 seconds 
astern and slightly worried by the fact 
that he was starting on new tyres. No 
doubt he was very cautious at Braddan 
where a new front tyre on his 250cc 
Yamaha slid out from under him 
during Saturday morning's extra prac- 
tice period. 

There was a breathtaking moment 
when Hailwood’s Yamaha refused to 
fire. After a ghastly hush it spluttered 
feebly and as his mechanic began to 
run down the pit in case he pulled in, 
the works machine finally lit up and a 
sigh of relief went up. Just imagine the 
anti-climax if Mike had lost minutes 
changing a plug at the start! 

The weather, which had looked 
doubtful earlier on after a rainy Sun- 
day, had settled down and although 
showers were forecast, all the top men 
settled for slicks on the rear wheel. 

Japan’s Takazumi Katayama, 
seasation of the 1976 TT when, as a 
newcomer, he gained a second place, 
had decided to race his 350cc Yamaha 
twin and not the 1977 four he uses in 
the Grands Prix and Mick Grant, 
without a full-sized 500, was out on his 
350cc Kawasaki twin - But he was soon 
in trouble and was reported “looking 
down” at Ballacraine. 

Leader there was John Williams, 
who had surprisingly overhauled Hen- 
nen. In fact, the American was down 
in fourth pare with Herron and 


George Fogarty (Suzuki) second and 
third. 

But then Hennen, like Hailwood, 
had started on new tyres and neither 
would be flat out until they had com- 
pleted half-a-lap - and both knew it’s a 
very long race. 

The light flashed on to indicate that 
the riders were at Signpost just a mile 
away. Hennen was first through, then 
Williams but Herron, third on the 
road, was catching them and then 
Hailwood flashed through flat on the 
tank and passing Charlie Williams 
(Yamaha) and Bill Smith (Suzuki) as 
they screamed through the start and 
away towards Bray Hill. 

Yes, Herron led. From a standing 
start he had lapped at 20 minutes 27.8 
seconds, less than 20 seconds outside 
the lap record. By Ballacraine on the 
second lap Herron had caught Hennen 
and Williams. On time the Ulsterman 
led by eight seconds from Williams 
and Hennen with Hailwood 12 seconds 
astern to the American. 

By Ballaugh, Williams led on the 
road again but Herron was on his tail 
and well ahead on time. Hailwood was 
losing ground and was reported to be 
32 seconds down on third place Hen- 
nen. 

At Ballaugh the order was 
Williams, Herron and Hennen with 
Hailwood up to fourth, fast over- 
coming that slow start which must 
have cost him 20 seconds. 

At the famous bridge Ron 
Haslam (Yamaha), who crashed there 
on Saturday, had the commentator 
speechless as he did it all wrong once 
again - but continued on his way un- 
scathed, eventually earning the com- 
ment. "He's no more idea of how to 
take Ballaugh than the man in the 
moon. 

By Ramsey, Hennen had the bit 
between his teeth and led on the road 
having overtaken Williams. At the 
Bungalow, high on the Mountain, 
Herron was the leader, six seconds up 
on Hennen and mighty Mike was up to 
third place just eight seconds down on 
Hennen. 

Mike was in trouble. First he was 
reported to be touring and he stopped 
in Ramsey and the news from there 
was that his steering damper had 
broken. 

At the end of lap two Williams 
flashed through with Herron in his 
slipstream. The tough Ulsterman was 
sitting pretty - he had only to stick 
close to Williams to win. 

Hailwood pulled into the pits. A 
bush had pulled out of one end of the 
damper. His pit crew unscrewed the 
damper, put on a large washer to hold 
the bush in place and away went Mike 
who sat perfectly calm, collected and 
unworried while the work was done. 

The slips from the timekeepers 
came up confirming the order as 
Herron, Williams and Hennen with 
Fogarty a fine fourth ahead of Charlie 
Mortimer, who was flying on his 350cc 
Yamaha and кете ahead of 
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Ireland's Billy Guthrie (Suz). 

The lap record had gone. As expec- 
ted both Herron and Williams had 
broken it clocking 20 minutes 6.6 
seconds, 112.57 mph. The three 
leaders were all due to refuel at the 
third lap halfway stage. 


Herron was first im, Williams 


passing him to get to his pit further . 


down the road as the Ulsterman 
braked. The quick fillers were in and 
out in a matter of four seconds, very 
different from Saturday's 40-second 
stops when the standard issue trickle- 
fillers were compulsory! 

Herron was first away but Williams 
had him in sight as he gunned his 
Suzuki towards Bray hill, just clearing 
the pit as Hennen screamed in to use 
the same quick filler. The record had 
gone again. Despite slowing for his pit 
stop, Herron got round in 20 minutes 
1.8 seconds, 113.02 mph. 

Steve Manship (Suzuki), Australian 
Jeff Sayle (Suzuki), Mick Chatterton 
(Yamaha) and Clive Horton (Yamaha) 
all dropped out with machine trouble 
as the list of retirements continued to 
grow. 

Round the course Fogarty and Mor- 
timer, disputing fourth spot,. were 
together on the road and having a 
great dice. And the weather, doubtful 
at the early stages, was clearing to give 
perfect conditions, 

Up at the Bungalow on the fourth 
lap Herron and Williams, battling for 
the lead on the roads, passed and re- 
passed in the sight of the commentator 
there as they continued to pull away 
from Hennen. 

It was Herron leading as they 
flashed through in brilliant sunshine 
to start their fifth lap, most of the race 
complated. 

Would they and their Suzukis last 
the pace? Who would crack first? 
Hennen had closed the gap slightly 
and had the two leaders in sight as 
they took Ballacraine for the fifth 
time. 

Back at the pits Mortimer flashed 
through but his rival Fogarty had to 
stop for a second fill-up - a big han- 
dicap. 

Williams out of the race! A sudden, 
dramatic announcement that he had 
stopped on the Cronk-y-Voddy 
straight. This left Herron out on his 
own seemingly comfortably ahead of 
Hennen and Mortimer, on the little 
Yamaha twin, moved up to third, an 
incredible ride. 

News of Williams filtered through; 
he was touring back to the pits and got 
a big cheer as he passed through Ram- 
sey. There Herron led Hennen by 23 
seconds on corrected time. 

Drama at the Bungalow followed. 
Hennen had caught Herron on the 
Mountain and was trying to pass 
him. The American had gained seven 
seconds on the climb from Ramsey 
and had to pass Herron and gain over 
20 seconds to peg back his starting in- 
terval and win the race! 


The Signpost light flashed. Hennen 
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has passed Herron on the drop down 
the Mountain. The American 
screamed through first.on the roads 
with Herron some 300 yards behind 
him. 

And Hennen had lapped at under 
20 minutes - the first rider to break the 
20-minute barrier in both practicing 
(when he did it on his bigger Suzuki) 
and in a race. 


The quiet American had lapped at 
19 minutes 53.2 seconds, 113.83 mph 
and it was all on the last lap. Could 
Hennen pull out those precious secon- 
ds? At Ballacraine, on the last lap, 
Herron led on time by just 17 seconds - 
so mathematically Hennen had to do 
even better to win the race! 


Then, to pile drama upon drama, 
Hennen disappeared somewhere. bet- 
ween Ballacraine and the jump at 
Ballaugh on.the last lap. This left 
Herron way out ahead of Billy 
Guthrie, the quiet Irishman who does 
so well in the Island. 


And Fogarty, recovering from the 
two pit stops, had used the extra power 
of his Suzuki to close the gap on Mor- 
timer. 

An anxious group of Texaco Herron 
Team Suzuki personnel gathered 
round the officials box in the pit area 
as they waited for news of Hennen. 
Eventually it came through and was 
not good. The American had crashed 
on the flat-out section just beyond 
Bishopscourt. 

Takazumi Katayama, who was lying 
in 13th position stopped at the scene of 








the Hennen crash to see if he could 
help the Marshalls before taking up 
the race again. 

Meanwhile at the Bungalow, Tom 
Herron waved his leg to the crowd. He 
had passed Hennen before the 
American had crashed and so had no 
idea what had happened and that 
Hennen had been flown to Nobles un- 
conscious. 


Herron flashed over the line to win 
and Guthrie came home second to 
make it a one-two for Ulster. And in a 
tight finish Mortimer, on his little 
Maxton framed 350cc Yamaha, beat 
Fogarty for third place — a fine effort. 


Behind them Scotiand’s Alex 
George (Suzuki), violently sick the 
previous day and still suffering from a 
stomach bug, took fifth place with 
that incredible veteran Bill Smith 
(Suzuki) a magnificent sixth. 


New Zealand had plenty to 
celebrate too with Denis Ireland 
(Suzuki) seventh and newcomer John 
Woodley (Suzuki) ninth, sandwiching 
Graham Waring (350 Yamaha). 

Charlie Williams was out of luck. 
He ran out of fuel on the last lap at the 
Bungalow and the last news of why 
john Williams had retired was that his 
Suzuki had been overheating from the 
second lap onwards and a radiator 
hose had finally blown. °

Mike Hailwood’s TT comeback had a fairytale 
start in the Isle of Man on Saturday when he 
won the Formula One race on a Ducati to 
notch his tenth world title, and his thirteenth 


TT victory. 

He crossed the finishing line a 
whisker under two minutes 
ahead of TT regular John 
Williams (888 Honda), after the other 
factory Honda ridden by Phil Read, 
and the Mocheck Honda raced at the 
last minute by Tom Herron, had 
blown up trying just to stay with 
record-breaking Mike the Bike. Third 
was lan Richards on a Kawasaki. 

After the six-lap gallop on the 
Sports Motor Cycles Ducati Mike 
looked as fit as a fiddle, and far from 
tired, after his exertions that had lifted 
the class lap record to 110.62 mph, 
and the race average to a staggering 
108.5 mph. 


“Tired? No, why should I be. It 
wasn't a very hard race,” said Mike. 
And in truth it wasn't a hard task for 
him! 

Starting fifty seconds behind last 
years winner Phil Read, Mike tried 
hard for the first lap until he reached 
his signalling post near Ramsey. The 
board told him he was six seconds in 
the lead. After that Mike eased his 
pace, and the race was always in his 
pocket. 

Read was trying hard, but almost 
unnoticed by the fans and the amateur 
timekeepers around the circuit, Tom 
Herron, was making a strong 
challenge for the lead. 

By the end of the lap Herron was 


less than nine seconds behind 
Hailwood, witł Read trailing in third 
place, over 11 seconds down on the 
Ulsterman, and three riders: John 
Williams (888 Honda), Ian Richards 
(900 Kawasaki) and Helmut Dahne 
(860 Honda) separated by less than 
five seconds. 

A lap later and Hailwood, fast cat- 
ching Read on the road, had stretched 
his lead over Herron to more than 15 
seconds, though it had been as little as 
four seconds, and Read, striving hard 
to stay in front of Mike on the road, 
was dropping farther and farther 
behind on time. 

It was Herron's Honda that quit the 
scorching pace first. Hailwood had 
lapped at 110.62 mph, shattering Phil 
Read's lap record, set last year in the 
wet, by ten miles per hour, once he 
was aware of the threat from Herron. 
Mike's average speed on the Italian 
Twin was over the 110 mph mark, too. 

Tom was reported making adjust- 
ments to his machine at Quarry Bends, 
and soon after came news that he was 
out. His retirement left Hailwood 
52 seconds ahead of Read, who moved 
up into second spot, with Phil's Honda 
Britain teammate John Williams 
third, 40 seconds behind him. 

But though Phil managed to regain 
the lead on the road after he and Mike 
pitted together for fuel at the end of 
the third lap, his efforts to stay in front 
were too much for the Honda. At the 


Bungalow on the fourth lap the com- 
mentator reported that Phil's engine 
was smoking, and between Ballacraine 
and Ballaugh on the fifth lap Read 
went Missing. š 

The Honda motor had finally blown 
the last of its oil out at the llth 
milestone, and Phil was out. 

Phil was cheerful enough after the 
race, despite his disappointment. 

“I had to red-line the Honda to stay 
with Mike, and the engine couldn't 
take it. But wasn't Mike riding well?” 
said Phil. 

With Read out, the interest began to 
fade a little, and it was obvious that 
only cruel misfortune would rob 
Hailwood of his fairytale vistory. But 
surely not even the Isle of Man at its 
most wicked would have wanted to 
mar Mike's comeback? 

With every mile of the route lined 
by cheering, delighted fans who 
waved, applauded and shouted their 
encouragements Mike kept forcing on. 
With the race in his pocket though he 
eased off his pace, and lapped at a 
“mere” 105.9 mph on the final circuit. 

Hailwood was perhaps the most 
relaxed man in the Grandstand area 
after the race! 

“That's one race won, I might as 
well go home now,” he quipped. 

The rest of the finishers were very 
much a supporting cast to the 
Hailwood Show. John Williams, victim 
of so much bad luck in the past was 
runner up and he didn’t mind that the 
gap was close on two minutes. 

“I had a good ride, apart from the 
minor detail of my petrol tank flying 
off down the 'Cronk-y- Voddy straight 
on the second-lap! I thought I was 
going to crash when the strap broke on 
the bumps, and the tank suddenly lif- 
ted up. My knees are aching because 
I've had to ride for the last four laps 
with them holding the tank down,"

said John. 

Ian Richards, who had taken 
delivery of his Kawasaki just two days 
before the race and who had com- 
pleted only three practice laps as had 
John Williams on his Formula One 
mount, was pleased to be on the win- 
ner's podium, too. 

"I had to make two stops for fuel, 
while everyone else made just one, but 
the engine went well, and the only 
problem I had was on the scratchy 
bends because of some oil on the rear 
tyre. On the quick bits that wasn't a 


` worry,” said lan. ` 


West German Helmut Dahne was 
fourth home, beating Scotsman Alex 
George on a Triumph triple by just 1.4 
seconds, after more than 128 minutes 
racing. 

Sixth over the line was Chas Mor- 
timer, who failed to recapture the 
speeds he had in practice on the big 
Suzuki. 

“Tm shattered. | thought I would 
feel tired after six laps, so I made a 
decision not to go as fast as I could 
early on, and I'm glad I did. My con- 
centration went several times on the 
last lap, and I was all over the road. 
The tank slappers almost tore my arms 
out of their sockets,” said Chas. 

The heat of the sun, and the heat of 
the racing forced many riders to quit, 
but Sports Motor Cycles, the Man- 
chester dealers were happy that just 
one of their seven entries made it to 


the flag. 

Because the man who rode it there 
was Mike Hailwood! .

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AMA ISDT Qualitid 
Fero fast 
at Trask 


Yamaha-mounted John Fero topped the Trask Mountain ISDT Qualifier, besting Suzuki’s Tom Penton by nine points.

McMINNVILLE, OR, JUNE 3-4 


Yamaha rider John Fero scored his first overall 
win in AMA ISDT Qualifier competition at 
the unseasonably hot, 415-mile-long Eighth 
Annual Trask Mountain Two-Day Trial. In 


addition to the overall win, Fero 
topped the 250cc class and 
teamed with Open class riders 
Carl Cranke and Jim Fishback — 


both on IT400s — to give Yamaha the 
Manufacturers’ Team Trophy. 

The Trask Mountain M.C., smallest 
of all the clubs to host a two-day, did 
an excellent job of organization this 
year for the fifth and final event in the 
series which helps determine which 
riders will be selected to represent the 
U.S. in the prestigious International 
Six Days Trial this fall in Sweden. 
Club President, Clerk of the Course 
and ramrod for the trial, Dennis 
Bershaw said at the trophy 
presentation Sunday night, “We have 
come a long way since the first event 
when about 65 riders showed up, and 
none of us were all that sure about 
what we were doing!” 

The Club Team Trophy was won by 
the Trask Mountain M.C. team of 
Suzuki rider Chris Kerns, Yamaha- 
mounted Ken  Maahs and Greg 
Mardock. 

Saturday's course was just over 240 
miles long and took almost 10 hours to 
complete as the wet, wet schedule was 
used. The course looped north, 
northwest out of town for several miles 
on the pavement struck up into the 
hills using logging roads and trails in 
various states of deterioration, ran 
over one 70-mile section (which 
included the ‘special test for the day) 
twice at the far northwest end, then 
struck south and east to return to the 
impound. Just 104 of the 196 riders 
completed the gruelling first day's 
ride. 

John Fero, one of the under-rated 
riders competing in these events was 
very serious and going fast in the 
special tests on Saturday. Fero has 
been competing in several of the 





eastern enduros with nominal support 
from Yamaha and has learned a great 
deal from his experiences. His hard 
work is beginning to pay off. 

Fero actually led the special test 
scores at the . Michigan Two-Day 


Qualifier two weeks ago but was 
disqualified at the end of the first day 
for pouring some gas he had carried in 
one of the long sections into his bike. 
He poured it into the bike right at the 
checkpoint (which was not a regular 
gas check) thinking he ws legal. 

He was definitely going for the 
overall at Trask, and knew he could do 
it with a little bit of luck. He was not 
very sure of his lead, however, until 
the final scores were posted on Sunday 
evening since he, had been credited 
with an extra 300 points on his 
Saturday score, which was checked out 
and found to be a five minute 
mathematical error in the. scoring. 
With the error corrected, Fero led 
day one with a score of 490 followed by 
Open class KTM rider Frank Gallo, 
winner of the Alabama and Michigan 
events, with a 499, a tie for third 
between Tom Penton and Carl Cranke 
at 506, and Saturday's 175cc class 
leader Alan Deyo with 509. 


Ted Worrell, riding a PE250 
Suzuki, broke a shift lever and his 
chain tensioner but got everything 
back together on time. 

Quite a few people had flat tires, 
but Ken Maahs topped the bad luck 
list with a front and a rear flat each 
both days of the trial. Maahs had to 
limp into the finish Saturday on a flat 
rear. He'd used the tube he carried 
earlier in the section to fix his front 
flat; the loss of points dropped him to 
Silver Medal score for the event. 

“I can fix one flat and stay on time, 
but the only rider I ever heard of who 
had two flats in the same section of 





trail and still made it was Billy Uhl a 
few years ago," said Maahs. 

Carl Cranke got to play the role of 
rescuer early on Saturday a reversal of 
a similar situation he was involved in 
at Trask two years ago after he hit a 
rock in the trail and found himself 15 
feet down a steep bank. Jack Penton 
(who was in Australia during this race 
for a couple of international two-day 
events there) came along and helped 
Cranke. This year, however, Frank 
Gallo was the one who hit a rock with 
his front wheel and suddenly found 
himself 20 feet down a bank in the 
trees! Cranke who was riding on the 
same number with Gallo, came along 
a half a minute later and, "heard this 
voice yelling at me. Then I saw this 
track running off the bank and 
realized what had happened. At first 
when I looked over the edge I couldn't 
even find Frank, he was hidden in a 
bush!” Another rider also stopped to 
help and between the three of them 
they managed to get Gallos KTM 
back on the trail. 

A slightly faster, though still wet 
schedule was run on Sunday because 
so many riders had been eliminated 
and dropped off Gold the first day. 
The organizers also felt that to ask the 
riders to go faster would prove nothing 
and might, in the dust, cause injuries. 

Basically the same loop was run but 
without repeating any of the sections. 
It was run in the opposite direction 
than Saturday, and was a mere 172 
miles. It only took about seven and a 
half hours to run Sunday's course 
compared to just over 10 hours on 
Saturday. 

Husqvarna's Larry Roeseler did not 
have an outstanding weekend almost 
from the start, although he finished 
sixth in the 250cc class. He almost 
didn't get started in time on Saturday 
morning, then fouled a plug just after 
getting past the mandatory 66 feet 
from the start line which a rider must 
cross within one minute after his signal 
to start under the power of the 
motorcycle. 

Roeseler was riding on the same 
minute as John Fero. When they came 
to a creek crossing almost together 
Saturday morning, Roeseler hit a 
slippery lurking rock and the bike 


went upside down on the air filter side, 
of course. That delay put him into the 
checkpoint on the last minute of his 
grace as Husky team manager Buzz 
McQueen waved him through. 

On the way into the finish on the 
road Sunday, near disaster struck in 
the form of a little old lady in a big car 
who apparently couldn't see 
motorcycles and turned left right in 
front of Roeseler as he came around a 
corner. He got the brakes on, laid it 
down and disappeared under her front 
bumper right in front of Ted Worrell, 
who was almost afraid to go look. 
Miraculously the bike was rideable, 
sort of, and Roeseler had a badly 
scraped right arm and some bruises! 
He made it to the finish with a bent 
frame, a hole in the cases where the 
shift lever was pushed through and 
totally inoperable rear shocks! He then 
pounded some things straight and 
rode the grass track and pulled up to 
the check still (he was sure) on time. 
Somehow, the backup card and his 
route card got marked two minutes 
later and he picked up 60 points for 
being one minute late at the finish! 

Gallo and Cranke posted the fastest 
times in the grass track special test at 
the end of the day on Sunday with 223 
each and finished in that order in the 
Open class followed by Barry Higgins 
(who ran over a few miles down the 
road and competed in a local 
motocross after finishing the event on 
his same bike and took fifth), Bob 
Popiel, Jim Fishback, and A.C. 
Bakken. 

Fastest rider for the day on Sunday 
was Tom Penton who is running an 
RM cylinder but with the new PE pipe 
on his PE 250 Suzuki. Tom was seven 
seconds faster than Fero on Sunday 
but ended up a total of nine seconds 
off Fero's pace for the two-day score 
and settled for second overall. 

“That new PE pipe was really 
working, and I wish the terrain tests 
(where Penton really shines) had been 
longer. I'd been using an RM pipe in 
the other qualifiers but this new one 
works so good if I were a motocrosser, 
I'd want one on my RM!” Penton 
stated. 

Suzuki team riders Gary Edmond, 
Ted Worrell and Dave Hulse filled the 
next three places in the 250cc class. 
Drew Smith, also on Suzuki, came 
through with some fast scores on 
Sunday to take the 175cc class win 
again by five seconds over Dane 
Leimbach who was only one second 
ahead of Don Cichocki. Saturday's 
175cc leader Alan Deyo took fourth. 

Greg Davis again topped the 125cc 
class over Dennis Vandecar and Tom 
Krehbiel. Fred Cameron topped Russ 
Powell in the 350cc class with a score 
that would have put him eighth in the 
250cc class and fifth in the Open class. 

Bruce Ogilvie managed to overcome 
many small problems and keep his 
Harley running for a Bronze medal. 
As the organizers noted at the trophy 
presentation, it was the first Harley 
ever to finish Trask. °

Time flies when you're having fun. 

When that first "Superbowl of Motocross" 
bugalooed out of the darkness of a cool July night 
into the national semi-consciousness in 1972, few of 
the motocross cognoscent? of the time could take it 
seriously. I mean, what was it? A gleam in promoter 
Mike Goodwin's calculatingly friendly eye? Sure. A 
catch in the hysteria-wracked throat of announcer 
Larry Huffman? Most certainly. But what, in the 
name of Blessed Serge Grandier*, was it? No one was 
sure that first time, not even its creator. 

In 1972, motocross seemed to be a sport with a 
future. Sales of off-road bikes were soaring and 
motocross racing associations were elbowing each 
other unmercifully for a share of the take. Land 
closures, EPA regulations and $2500 dirt bikes were 
a thing of ‘the unimagined future, and it seemed as 
though it was only a matter of time before motocross 
would be recognized as a major sport by the 
American public. There was just one problem, or so 
it seemed, one obstacle on the big bucks highroad to 
public acceptance and financial glory. Motocross was 
a pain in the ass to watch. 

Picture it if you can. There he is, John Bloatbutt, 
perennial American sports fan, with tickets to so 
many sporting events he’s listed as a prized resource 
in the annual corporate report of Ticketron. John 
Bloatbutt, who has gotten drunk, sunburned and 
occasionally belligerent in every stadium and sports 
palace within a five hundred mile radius of La 
Habra. John Bldatbutt, whose saint is Roone 
Arledge, and whose sex life for the past few years has 
consisted mainly of watching women's gymnastic 
events on television.

that this was all John, Jr.'s idea. 

Picture John losing his hearing, FooFoo and, 
nearly, one of the younger Bloatbutts to a crazed 
prototype of Shaun Cassidy on a 10-horsepower 
minibike. 

Picture John finally settling his entourage 
downwind of a wide, silty turn (“Well, at least there's 
a breeze,” whines Mrs. Bloatbutt. “See dear,” 
wheezes John, "I told you it wouldn't be so bad.") just 
as the race begins.

Enter Mike Goodwin, erstwhile rock promoter and 
man with a vision.

It was Goodwin's genius 
to redefine the concepts of motocross, rearranging its 
priorities to suit the values of the large non- 
participant public which would have to be lured 
through the turnstiles if motocross (and Goodwin) 
were to be financially successful. The standards 
would become different, if obvious. 

A good track would require 1) spectacular jumps, 
2) the guarantee of thrills and spills and 3) total 
spectator overview of every part of the course, A good 
site for a track would have 1) reasonably comfortable 


facilities and 4) profitable concessionary 
arrangements. Simple motocross racing would not be 
enough. 

A good format would feature 1) the ‘challenge’ 
concept of racing (“America Versus The World”) and 
2) other ‘featured’ events (“Don’t miss Super Ted 
Destructo’s Leap Into Death”). Traditional concepts, 
such as tracks which were sufficiently wide to allow 
passing at most parts of the course and rules which 
required roughly equal skill levels among the riders 
as a condition of entrance, would be considered passe. 

And it came to pass... 


1972: In the beginning... 

With a few exceptions, most of the names to be 
conjured with in motocross in 1972 are no longer 
among the racing. The inaugural Superbowl was 
hyped as a confrontation between established 
European stars and the upstart American hotshoes 
who had only recently learned the difference between 
motocross and TT racing. 

Of the big name Europeans who were variously 
promised or rumored to show, only Team Sweden, 
(Torsten Hallman, Hakan Andersson, Torlief 
Hansen and Arne Lindfors) actually appeared. The 


others — Roger DeCoster, Joel Robert, Sylvain 
Geboers, Adolf Weil, etc. — failed to catch their 
planes. 


The Americans who could be most expected to 
give them a run for the money were mostly Southern 
California favorites — riders like Tom Rapp, Tim 
Hart, Gary Jones, John DeSoto, Brad Lackey and 
Bob Grossi. Oh, and a 16-year-old kid from Santee in 
his first major professional race, Marty Tripes. 
` Hansen ran away with the first moto, leading a 
parade of front runners which consisted of Arne 
Kring, Team Yamaha (Jones, Weinert, Tripes), 
Lindfors, Andersson and Hallman. Hansen used his 
experience to good advantage, quickly lapping back- 
and then middle-packers on his works Husky, 
building a lead which became insurmountable. 

The only interest in the last stages of the moto was 
the late charge of Marty Tripes, Settling down from 
an early race siege of nervousness which led to 
bobbles and mistakes, Tripes began to charge from 
midpack, quickly passing riders like Kring and 
Hallman despite their desperate efforts to block him 
in the narrow turns. Tripes was in second place when 











the white flag came out, with no chance of catching 
Hansen, but in good position for the final two motos. 

Tripes got an incredible holeshot at the start of 
moto two, only to be called back when the black flag 
came out because of a huge pile-up in the first turn. 
On the restart, John DeSoto took the lead, with 
Kring in hot pursuit. Both Tripes and Hansen had 
fared badly on the restart, and were working their 
way laboriously through the pack. Kring put heavy 
pressure on DeSoto; and the Hawaiian responded by 
riding the course as though each lap was the last. Still 
the Swede gained, and when DeSoto endoed 
spectacularly as the result of a shock seizure, Kring 
took the lead. Meanwhile, Tripes and Hansen were 
dueling for second place, with the kid from Santee 
passing the experienced international star shortly 
before the end of the moto. 

Going into the deciding third moto, Tripes and 
Hansen were tied in points for the lead (the 
international points scoring system was not being 
used), Hansen came off the start fourth, Tripes 10th, 
with Hart and Hallman in the lead, Hakan 
Andersson quickly took over, however, and moved 
into a substantial lead while the others dueled in the 
pack. No one cared. The interest of the 30,000 
spectators was all with Hansen and Tripes. The 
Swede was in second, but Tripes put on a charge 
which took him past Hart, Hallman, Grossi, Jones 
and, finally, Hansen himself. Andersson won the 
moto, but Marty Tripes had won the first Superbowl 
of Motocross with three second place finishes. 
American motocross had a new hero. 


1973: Controversy continues... 

Having failed in its "America vs. The World" con- 
frontation the first time out, the promoters could 
have been expected to be relatively discreet in their 
promises. In this life; and especially where promoters 
are concerned, expectations can often be 
disappointing. 

The format for Superbowl II (with apologies to the 
NFL) was represented as being 20 of Europe's finest 
against 20 of the American best, no holds barred. 
Riders from England, Sweden, Germany, 
Czechoslovakia, Belgium and Venezuela мете 
advertised, though not by individual name. As it 
turned out, two Czechs, a Finn and two Venezuelans 
actually made the starting line-up, leaving the 
“European” side woefully shorthanded by some 15 
riders — even granting the South Americans

temporary European status. Still, it was almost 
enough. 

With his heroics of the past year still fresh in their 
minds, Marty Tripes was the obvious crowd favorite. 
And Marty had something to prove. His first full year 
on the AMA motocross circuit had not been a 
successful one, and he was aware that many 
considered his "72 win a fluke. Tripes definitely had 
something to prove. 

He proved it quickly, taking an early lead in the 
first moto and never relinquishing it, while the 
advertised “battle of the titans” went on at midpack. 
The most competitive titans were Heikki Mikkola, 
Jaroslav Falta, Antonin Baborovsky and Jim 
Pomeroy, the latter still savoring his new status as the 
first American ever to win a motocross Grand Prix. 

Mikkola, running in second, fell, allowing the 
Czechs Baborovsky and Falta to move up and go 
after Tripes. But Marty held onto his lead, and the 
Czechs were so intent on catching him that they 
failed to pay attention to what was coming up 
behind. On the last lap, Pomeroy passed Falta to 
move into third, causing the Czech to do a double- 
take that almost knocked him off his bike. 

The second moto saw the Czech team riders take 
an early lead, but by the fourth lap Tripes was again 
in front. He led for almost the entire moto, with 
Falta in grim pursuit, only to bobble and fall on the 
last lap. Tripes restarted immediately, but the 
mishap was enough to give Falta the win, with Marty 
second and Pomeroy third. 

Tripes needed only a second in the final moto to 
win the overall, but the pressure was on and 
building. Falta took the lead, only to be passed by 
Tripes on the faster Honda after one lap. He quickly 
moved out into a seven second lead, and would have 
held on easily for the win had his swingarm not 
cracked five minutes before the finish. Marty was 
forced to slow down, and Jim Pomeroy pushed his 
Bultaco past him and went on to win the moto. 
Tripes held on to finish second, thus winning his 
second, the second, Superbowl, while the Czechs 
were experiencing a bad third moto back in the 
pack. 

A poignant touch was added to the entire evening 
when Tripes refused to kiss the Ou? Magazine trophy 
girl because his girlfriend was in the stands. 


1974: Son of controversy... 
Never a dull moment. Superbowl III (apologies,

etc.) managed to come up with a more impressive 
complement of European names than had hitherfore 
been seen, only to find itself mired in an American 
riders’ strike, of sorts. Roger DeCoster, Jaroslav 
Falta, Raymond Boven, Gerrit Wolsink, Jan-Eric 
Sallqvist and Zdenek Velky were at the Coliseum, but 
riders like Brad Lackey, Jim Pomeroy, Pierre 
Karsmakers and Tim Hart didn't race. 

The issue was start, or appearance, money. The 
Europeans were getting it, the Americans weren't. 
Promoter Mike Goodwin defended his decision by 
pointing out that the only way to lure top foreign 
riders to the event was with cash on the line, while 
Americans were already here, the purse was large 
and other prestigious and lucrative events. like the 
USGP didn’t pay start money to Americans. Lackey 
and Pomeroy, both of whom were racing full-time in 
Europe, weren't impressed with Goodwin's rationale. 
The race went on without them. 


Having learned well the demands of stadium 
racing the previous year, Falta had brought with him 
a specially prepared CZ that was the fastest bike on 
the course out of the turns. He used that advantage 
to take the holeshot and an easy win in the first two 
motos. Meanwhile, DeCoster finished those first two 
heats in second and third, while Coliseum hero 
Marty Tripes had to settle for a sixth and a second 
after a bad start in the first moto. Tony DiStefano, a 
newcomer to the stadium scene, was tied on points 
with Tripes with finishes of third and fifth. No one 
had pushed Falta hard. 


The third moto was the most interesting of the 
evening. Tripes took an early lead, followed closely 
by DeCoster and DiStefano, with Falta running in 
sixth after almost falling at the gate. Tripes, urged 
on by the crowd, tried to extend his lead, but 
DeCoster had decided to win the moto. Despite a 
badly running bike that consistently lost ground on 
the long straightaway, he passed Tripes. 

Falta did the same soon afterward, and the 
remainder of the moto featured two duels: DeCoster 
vs. Falta for first, and Tripes vs. DiStefano for third. 
Making up ground in the corners and losing it in the 
straights, DeCoster succeeded in holding off the 
Czech and winning the moto while Tripes won his 
tough battle with DiStefano. Falta was the overall 
winner, followed by DeCoster, Tripes and DiStefano. 

As an interesting historical side note, the High 
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evening was won by a youngster from San Diego 
named Marty Smith. 


1975: New kid in town... 


The Europeans’. intercession into American 
dominance in stadium racing was as brief as their 
interest. The native sons came roaring back to 
victory in 1975, and, as previously, their charge was 
led by a hungry and relatively unknown teenager. 
His name was Jimmy Ellis. 

Ellis started slow, running last after one lap 
because of a pile-up. But he methodically worked his 
way through a field in which the biggest names were 
having mechanical problems and the rest were 
making mistakes. Ellis finished fourth behind Zdenek 
Velky, Tony DiStefano and Jimmy Weinert, having 
turned in the best ride of the moto. 

In the second moto Ellis moved quickly to the 
front, using his Can-Am’s superior horsepower to 
negate the handling advantage which Velky's CZ 
gave him. The moto turned into a "Superbowl 
Parade," one of those boring (and frequent) 
processionals which are endemic to the narrow 
stadium tracks. š 


The third moto was a repeat of the second, as Ellis 
quickly blitzed into the lead, leaving Velky, Weinert, 
et. al. to trade elbow and mistakes back in the pack. 
When “Jamming Jimmy” jammed Velky into the 
ground in a bumping session in one of the high- 
banked semi-horseshoe turns, he was assured of 
second overall. 


Many felt the high point of Superbowl IV came 
early, when Honda’s Marty Smith, unaware of a last 
minute course change, took the first moto holeshot, 
missed the altered first turn and endoed 
spectacularly for over one hundred yards. Smith was 
unhurt (though he didn’t ride again that night), and 
Superbowl promoters have been showing the crash in 
television promotions ever since. God helps those who 
help themselves. 


1976: We're an American band... 


Despite vague rumors about an appearance by Joel 
Robert, former World Champion half-heartedly on 
the comeback trail, little effort was made to lure 
European riders to Superbowl V. There were those 
who saw this as an indication that American 
motocross had finally arrived, no longer having the 
need of foreign superstars to draw big crowds. Others 
saw it as a reaction to the palpable lack of interest in 





riding in it), and to the promoter's palpable lack of 
interest in paying start money. Whatever. In 1976, it 
was an American band that took the starting line. 

As one commentator on the race observed, Jimmy 
Ellis came “...into the race with few distractions 
other than the will to win...” That was a tactful way 
of saying that Ellis had not had an easy time of it 
since his win the previous summer. So Ellis had 
incentive, and his powerful, if poorly suspended, 
Can-Am seemed the horse for this course. It was. 

Knowing the first turn to be the most difficult part 
of any Superbowl, Ellis was careful to get the 
holeshot. After that he used his bike's power to good 
advantage on the straights, and was careful not to 
fall down in the tricky parts. The result was a victory 
margin of 18 seconds and a large section of the 
audience which had to be woken at the end of the 
moto. : 

Moto two started out as more of the same, but 
Tony DiStefano made a determined move on the 
cruising Ellis, and the two took off on a two-bike hare 
n' hound which left the others far behind. DiStefano 
fell near the end of the moto, giving Ellis the win and 
the promise of an easy time of it in the third moto. 

Pierre Karsmakers took the lead out of the gate in 
the third moto, but Tony DiStefano was determined 
to win something and he soon was in front. Ellis was 
content to cruise in second and avoid mistakes, the 
win easily his. 

The 1976 Superbowl was unanimously described 
as being the most boring ever, the lone dissenter 
being Jimmy Ellis who professed that it had totally 
engaged his attention. 


1977: Changes... 

The significant thing about the most recent 
edition of the Superbowl of Motocross was not the 
racing but the format. In an attempt to alleviate the 
boredom caused by the parade-like aspect of many 
recent races, the race (as in the other Supercross 
events in 1977) was run in heats, semi-finals, 
consolations and a single, final championship main. 
In other words, the same format as that used in flat 
track. 

A few purists complained, but there was no 
question that the change was a positive one from a 
spectator's point of view. A one race final leaves little 
room for strategy, but as General William 
Westmoreland once said, “You can’t see strategy.” 








Jim Pomeroy, Marty Tripes, Marty Smith and 
Steve Stackable were the leaders in the early going. 
Various falls, mishaps and humiliations followed. 
Weinert fell and got up. Tripes got winded and 
slowed down. Weinert passed Smith twice. Hannah's 
frame broke. Pomeroy, leading, fell down and was 
knocked silly. Weinert went on to win, finally. He'd 
been working at a Coliseum overall since Superbowl 
I. 

As a gesture of joy, Jimmy Weinert did a modified 
strip tease after his victory, throwing most of his gear 
and clothing into the screaming crowd. “Thank 
heavens he didn’t win the first one,” says a bystander. 
“Things were much more permissive in 72. God only 
knows what he would have done.”

The Superbowl of Motocross concept — expanded 
(much to Mike Goodwin's chagrin) into the 
Supercross concept with races in Daytona, Detroit, 
Dallas, Atlanta, New Orleans and maybe Keokuk — 
is obviously here to stay. 

As for motocross, who knows? We now have those 
land closures, ЕРА regulations and $2500 
production bikes, and the inevitability of motocross, 
‘the poor man’s form of participant racing,’ is not so 
assured. 

The sport, like everything, changes. It has no 
choice. And whether, ‘in changing, it remains 
motocross or merely something we call by that name 
is probably not very important. As long as something 
called ‘motocross’ is there in the Coliseum, or 
wherever, waiting for us to pay our $15, or whatever. 
As long as we've got the chance to see the occasional 
good race, the more than occasional spectacular get- 
off and then participate in the Muggers Versus The 
World war games in the parking lot. As long as we 
get movie star Grand Marshals with too much 
makeup and too little couth, and magazine-supplied 
trophy girls with buttock hugging hot pants and 
glassy smiles. As long as we get fireworks, and 
commercials, commercials and still more 
commercials. ..well, what does it matter? It's all a 
question of semantics. Motocross is what you make it, 
just like anything else.

Tripes versus Hannah

“This ain't no sissy's game. We aren't playing baseball 
out there," quipped the Hurricane. And from that 
point on the American motocross scene became a 
battleground between two riders. For months the 
confrontation had been brewing, but it was at the 
Omaha 250cc National back in April that the first 
real shots were fired. 

The two fastest riders in the country, Bob 
"Hurricane" Hannah and Marty "Typhoon" Tripes 
were at war! Marty claimed that Bob had forced him 
over a berm and into a lapped rider, causing Marty 
to crash just as he was about to pass Bob for the lead. 
Bob said he was nowhere near Marty, and even if he 
was, it was all part of the racing game. If Marty 
couldn't handle the rules, there were easier games 
around. 

But it's best to begin at the beginning, and that 
was back in February at the Seattle Supercross, the 
opening race of the 1978 AMA/Toyota Supercross 
Series. Bob Hannah was the defending 1977 
Supercross Series Champion with Team Yamaha and 
the winningest rider in America for the past two 
years. Bob was nearly invincible, but he came into 
the 1978 season off his stride and unprepared to race. 

“I just kicked back during the winter after the 
Trans-AMA Series. I went fishing and four-wheeling 
my pickup truck out in the desert. I never even 
trained or rode a bike. Other guys like Tripes were 
racing and training during that time. It caught me 
off guard.” . 

The new Marty Tripes was a phenomenon in itself. 
The spoiled brat of motocross, whose only claim to 
fame had been the winning of the first two 
Superbowls of Motocross in 1972 and 1973 while 
riding for Yamaha and Honda, was a changed 


person. After six years of jumping from one factory 
team to another, losing a possible 250cc National 
Championship in the process back in 1974 when he 
sold out to another manufacturer just days before a 
sure win at the final event for the title, Marty Tripes 
was finally ready to get serious. 

“I want to convince people that there’s a new 
Marty Tripes. One that's serious about racing and 
winning, and one who will maintain a good public 
image of himself for him and American Honda." 

And Team Honda did give Marty a second chance 
based on his promises at the beginning of the 1978 
season. Marty didn't let them down as he placed 
second at the opening Seattle Supercross. Two weeks 
later he picked off the wins at Atlanta Stadium and 
Daytona International Speedway to garner a nearly 
invincible points lead in the AMA/Toyota 
Supercross Series. 

"Hurricane" Hannah, meanwhile, had been 
having a terrible time of things. He found his riding 
coordination was off. Crashing both weeks at Seattle 
and Atlanta left him way out of the point standings. 
His production YZ250E was also having a hell of a 
time trying to keep up with the new works RC 250 
and production CR 250R Hondas with their 
awesome power and over three inches more 
suspension travel. 

At Daytona, Bob showed up with his new Yamaha 
OW 38B works bike and was finally getting himself 
back in stride, placing fourth behind a Tripes-led 
Team Honda onslaught despite teething problems 
with the new machine. By the time the Supercross 
Series reached the Houston Astrodome, the 
Hurricane was ready to win, storming to victory in 
both nights’ Feature events. The next weekend at the 
Pontiac Silverdome Stadium it was the same story. 
Two nights of racing and two more wins. Making the 


feat even more surprising was the fact that, at one 
race each in Houston and Pontiac, Bob had come 
from last-place starts to pass Marty Tripes and take 
the victories in less than 20 laps in the Feature on the 
tight stadium courses which were classified as nearly 
"impossible" to pass on by the other riders. 

Team Honda's huge seven-rider team tried to put 
a halt to Hannah's onslaught, but the only result was 
that Marty Smith and Jimmy Ellis were sent to the 
hospital at Houston with injuries, then at Pontiac it 
was series leader Marty Tripes’ turn to visit the 
hospital with a smashed knee from a first turn crash 
on Friday night. Marty returned on Saturday night 
to ride valiantly and garner a few points, but by the 
weekend's finish Bob had closed to within three 
points of Marty's once seemingly-uncatchable lead. 

After Pontiac Stadium, the Supercross Series took 
a temporary break while the AMA/Mr. PiBB 250cc 
National Championships got underway. Tripes, the 
only rider who seemed to be able to stay near 
Hannah, was forced to miss the first three races 
because of his knee injury. Meanwhile, Bob romped 
his ultra-reliable Keith McCarty-prepared Yamaha 
to victory week after week. By the Houston, Texas 
National he had broken his 12-consecutive race win 
streak from the 1977 season. 

Finally, the fourth 250cc National at Omaha saw 
the return of Marty to the circuit, and it was there in 
the first moto of the day that Marty blasted up to 
challenge Bob for the lead despite Marty's four-week 
layoff. It was in making his bid to pass Bob for the 
lead that Marty crashed into a lapped rider and went 
down. He claimed Bob had forced him over into the 
other rider's line, while Bob claimed it was a lie and 
that Marty should change his occupation if he was 
afraid of getting his leathers dirty. It was then and 
there that war on the track was declared between the 
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Hurricane and the Typhoon. 

Marty returned for the second moto determined to 
blow Hannah into the weeds and that's just what he 
did. Pulling a beautiful holeshot with his RC Honda, 
Marty outdragged Bob to the first turn and began to 
disappear. There were really no other riders on the 
track of the same caliber as the foul weather pair. 
Marty increased his lead on Bob throughout the 
second moto, but as the race got to the mid-way 
point, Marty's Honda began to slow down, finally 
stopping altogether. It had seized! Marty trudged his 
way back to the pits in disappointment as Bob 
wheeled by to another victory. 

The following weekend at Southwick, 
Massachusetts, was to see the confrontation 
continued as Marty and Bob emerged from early lap 
battles with Chuck Sun, Jimmy Weinert, Jimmy Ellis, 
and Jim Pomeroy to steal the show again. Marty 
would pull away from the pack first and build up 
close to 15-second leads on Bob before he broke clear 
in second place and found his path open to give 
chase. There was enough doubt in one moto, if not 
both, that even Bob claimed he might not have 
caught Marty before the race ended. But fate was 
still against Marty. In both motos, his Honda's 
airbox sucked. in so much sand which had seeped 
through the airfilter and into the engine, griding 
down the piston and causing the bike to stop dead in 
its tracks with loss of compression. Bob picked up two 
more uncontested wins. 

Marty was thoroughly de-pumped and dis- 
couraged to the point that he felt he wouldn’t even 
be able to stop Bob from steamrolling over his three- 
point lead in the Supercross Series when it resumed 
the weekend after Southwick at Three Rivers 
Stadium in Pittsburgh. Marty tried though, nailing 
the holeshot at.the start of the Feature and building 


up a good lead as Hannah worked up from an 
eighth-place start to second place within three laps. 
Within four more laps Bob had made up a 15-second 
deficit on Marty to pass him for the lead and the win. 
Marty didn’t have the incentive to try and stop Bob, 
even when he crashed off the track at one point and 
dropped back to fourth place, and then again when 
Bob stalled his Yarnaha after retaking the lead again. 

The next weekend at the New Orleans Superdome 
Supercross it was the same story. Marty pulled the 
holeshot and an early lead, but Bob charged up from 
his mid-pack start to pass Marty and take the win 
before the halfway point in the race. Marty was still 
faster than any of the other riders, but somehow he 
had just lost the incentive to hold back Bob Hannah. 

The Supercross Series took another break as the 
riders went back to the outdoor Nationals. By now 
Bob had built up an unprecedented 22 straight moto 
winning streak and was beginning to wonder when it 
would end. bob didn't have to wait long. The next 
outdoor 250cc National was Lake Whitney and it was 
there in the opening moto that Marty Tripes finally 
beat Bob Hannah soundly, pulling away with a huge 
lead as Bob was held back by Husky's Chuck Sun in a 
fight over second place. Marty wanted the overall 
win as well as he took off with the second moto lead 
as well, but fate or luck was still against Marty — his 
bike suffered a broken rear brake that sidelined him 
back in the pits and gave Bob his sixth-straight 
National win of the year. 

In the 250cc National at Sears Point in northern 
California Marty was once again out to beat the 
Hurricane. The Typhoon was well on his way to 
winning the day's opening moto when his Honda 
pitched a chain, allowing Bob, who was having a 
difficult time with Jimmy Weinert and Chuck Sun 
over second place, to score the first moto win. The 


second moto was Marty's as he led. from start to 
finish. Bob could only manage a third place for his 
worst finish of the 1978 National season, but it was 
still more than good enough to give Bob his seventh- 
straight National victory because of Marty's first 
moto DNF. 

With the National Championships taking another 
break.to resume the AMA/Toyota Supercross Series 
at the Coca-Cola Superbowl of Motocross VII, you 
can be sure of only one thing: The race will be 
between just two riders, Marty Tripes and Bob 
Hannah. The points lead is now slightly in 
Hannah's favor, 223 to Tripes’ 220, but that three 
points is only the difference between winning and 
second place. So even if Marty wins this year's 
Superbowl for the third time, if Bob places second 
the Supercross Series will be locked in a dead heat 
again, as at New Orleans. 

And judging on past races any one of three things 
can happen. One: Marty will holeshot and run away 
with the opening laps as Bob charges up from his 
usually mediocre starts to place second. Two: Marty 
will run away with the opening laps of the race, but 
his bike will break to give Bob the win. Or three: Bob 
will show the spark that's made him America's top 
motocrosser for three years now as he crashes in the 
first turn, gets up in last place of the 25 bike field, 
and charges up within just 10 laps to pass Marty for 
another win. 

That much is sure, though there's no way of telling 
which will happen. No matter what though, you'll 
want to be at the Los Angeles Colesium on Saturday 
night, June 24 to see it happen. Fifty-thousand 
dollars will be up for grabs in the Marty Tripes versus 
Bob Hannah title bout for the AMA/Toyota 
Supercross Series Championship. It will be the race 
that will go down in motocross history. °

LUCERNE VALLEY, CA, JUNE 18 
Bob Balentine (KTM) chalked 
up another AMA District 37 
overall win, taking the Cactus 
Cats’ Rescue Three benefit hare 
scrambles 

Standing below the canyon past the 
bomb, the roar of the 8 a.m. start 
erupted. The spectators tensed, 
wondering who would be ahead after 
the three mile dusty trek to the wash. 
Bruce Ogilvie (H-D) leaned over the 
tank. Glancing to the left he could see 
Kevin Hasten (KTM), and to the right 
was a blood red Maico ridden by a 
man we all respect and are glad to see 
back in the dez, Cordis Brooks. 

Knifing into the narrow wash,. up 
and over the hardpan rise then into 
the whoopy wash again, Ogilvie had 
the edge on Cordis, but Hasten shot by 
right on the Maico’s line. Super 
Amateur Robin Busse was doin’ it 
again, fourth overall on his 250cc 
Yamaha. 

Clearing the wash, the powerline 
roadcrossing, the bikes were in tall 
puckers and soft sand. Balentine was 
making his charge through the 
interlacing trails. Second 250cc 
Amateur Chuck Miller followed Bob 
out of the sand and into the smooth 
surface terrain. 

The course entered some hard 
rollers. Coming out of this, Ed 
Whiteside took check one. Benny 
Padilla took the check and headed out 
into the cross country desert. Riding in 
Benny's dust were John Prater, Jr. and 
Ron Bebo. 

The trail became a small wash that 
gradually widened, jumping into a 
deep wash with tricky turns. Monte 
Lee, on his new Al Baker-sponsored 
Yamaha, diced with Ed Zarp as the 
wash turned into a fire road. Max 
Eddy (Yam), Keith Smith and Cory 
Timms (Hus) passed the big rock on 
the right and soon made a right turn 
heading up a mining road. Halfway 
down the road, Dave Matus got off 
and his KTM caught on fire. You 
would think a fire engulfed road 
would stop desert racers. No way. 
They drove right through as if nothing 
was there. Steve Eckardt slowed for the 
arrows and turned right up the narrow 
wash, Charlie Hamill turned and 
could hear a four stroke coming up the 
road. It was Dean Modesett riding a 
box stock TT 500 Yamaha, 18th 
overall. Dean hasn’t raced in almost 
two years. 

The course cleared the wash, 
dropped back in and then out again in 
a span of 50 yards. Turning left, Jay 
Orendorff took check two and headed 
into the mountains below the Cooper 
Strand mining complex. Trudy Beck 
took the check and gassed her Yamaha 
up the small hill, working her way 
along the ridge, through the up and 
down canyons finally dropping into a 
narrow wash full of surprises. By the 
time Charlie Hamill reached the wide 
wash, he had passed 10 bikes. Jim 
Delliplaine running 13th overall, Dan 
Ashcraft surged into 10th. Bob 
Sanders, the Open Senior was stuck 
between them and wanted a shot at 
Bebo, four bikes ahead. 

Crossing Bessemer Mine Road, Bill 
Beck took check three and made a 
right turn into some crossgrain chop. 
Gary Neiderhuth followed but had a 


` dice going with Chuck Hermansen, Jr. 
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Turning right again, the racers 
headed up the wide wash past Victor. 
Crosing BMR again, the arrows 
pointed left. C biker Steve Barklow 
tapped out his Yamaha noticing the 
small round puckers that looked like 
small round. rocks. Ken Dodd exited 
the wash and started down a trail 
knwon as “Kidney Belt Flats.” If ya 
didn't have one on, your kidneys 
would be down somewhere around 
your JT socks. The racers could go fast 
here but some small lips on the trail 
jolted the suspension something fierce. 
Jeff Fries chased Dodd all the way to 
the foothills. Trudy worked her 
Yamaha through the virgin terrain 
just before the powerline access road. 
Mike Lewellyn gassed his C bike over 
the lip of the road and began winding 
higher and higher. Joe Lockhart 
started up the road, unaware Ken 
Dodd was the Trailbike leader. Tom 
Holmes cruised in for the last check 
then wound the throttle open and 
headed for the So Cal pits. 


The “Big O” still had the lead 
through the pits but Balentine was 
closing in. The big 400cc KTM had 
the power where it counted and Bob 
whittled away on the lead. Cordis 
Brooks blasted down pit row clean as a 
whistle. The Wheelsmith machine 
sounded g-o-o-o-o-d. Chuck Miller 
moved up on the fast Prospector 
Robin Busse; the pits knew it was a toss 
up as to who would capture the 250cc 
Amateur crown today. Benny Padilla 
had Desert Rat John Prater on his 
fender heading up the bomb for the 
last go around. Benny would soon join 
his pal Kevin Hasten in the DNF 
ranks. Kevin Hopkins had a bad case 
of the getoffs; so did Charlie Hamill 
and Joe Lockhart, no injuries though. 
Ramon Lowe and Charlie Hermansen, 
Sr. swapped positions a few times. As 
they neared check one in the rollers, 
Charlie had the lead. 

Jeff Fraser and Jim Smith worked 
their way through the high puckers 
ahead of Scott Postma, Dave Van 
Wormer and Ron Danley. Francis 
Christensen had a nice lead on Dick 
Burley, Bill Stewart had a line of 
Seniors in tow: Lee Elias, "Kraut" 
Diechman, Leo Marchand and the D- 
37.Prez, Bob Perkins. Norm Stewart 
always finishes regardless what kind of 
course it is. Marv Van Sickle avoided 
the rocks in the tight wash, Steve 
Webb gunned his bike up the windy 
road. Cory Timms changed two flats, 
while Jim Brown was out of college 
and racing again. 

Monte Anderson led Bruce 
Lewellyn up the mining road, Rich 
Caselli followed. Bu Moeller turned up 
the narrow wash, Dennis Rosenberg 
got by Al Guzman. “Cool” Carl 
Fjastaad chased Tim Fitzpatrick down 
the wide wash, Ken Maw couldn't 
close on Trailbike Amateur Mark 
Davidson. Bob Cronkite took a few 
lessons from “Quickdraw” McGraw as 
they blasted across the choppy flats. 

Balentine had passed Bruce at the 
halfway point and managed almost a 
minute lead. He didn’t notice his front 
flat until he hit a few rocks on the off 
camber fireroad. Ogilvie glanced over 
his shoulder, seeing some fast moving 
.dust in the valley. Cordis was coming. 
Robin Busse couldn't gain on Cordis 
and he couldn't shake Chuck Miller. 
Prater had an unusual ride on the 
homeward stretch, the privot bolt on 
his shock at the swingarm pulled 
halfway out, cuasing some weird 
dampening. Bob took the last check 
cleaned the shifting pattern and 
dazzled the finishline spectators by 
throwing up a fast moving dust cloud 
all the way to the checkered flag. 





Novice/Beginner race 
No sooner had the dust cleared, the 
banner dropped for the second wave. 
The first bike into the narrow 
canyon/wash was a 250cc Yamaha 
ridden by Lou Ortali of the 
Viewfinders. Clearing the wash, 
blasting over the hardpan hill, Ortali 
maintained a 10-yard lead on second- 
place Ken Oviatt.

Last week’s leader 
Mike Ryan crossed the road with Pat 
Cain right behind. Back in the pack, 
Andy Cossio, a Trailbike Beginner, 
had three more Beginners in his path; 
Harold Andrews, Jr., Chuck Lagman, 
and Bob Freeman, an Open Beginner 
who was in the small wash just before 
the rollers and check one. Ed Regehs 
took the check behind Freeman then 
headed into the flatland cross country, 


Dave West picked up the small 
sandy wash, Dave Chase was in the 
deeper sand ahead. Scott Anderson 
had navigated the left and righthand 
turn then began upshifting down the 
straight. Beginner Mark Beaulieu got 
off in this section and was busy putting 
his seat (bike type) back on when Art 
Guzman sailed by. Dan Sutton, Pat 
Henesey and Harold Cooper, all 
Beginners, picked up the fireroad and 
disappeared past the big rock of the 
right. Dave Jones saw the right turn 
arrows and got on the binders, Gene 
Peters had made the turn and was 
flying up the long mining road to the 
hills. 

Mike Smith turned right up the 
narrow wash right behind Steven 
Gunning. Gunning followed Jim Short 
as they first-and-second-geared their 
way out into the flats. Brian Burski 
fishtailed up the red rock uphill. Ryan 
Grosz was on the ridge, enjoying the 
new terrain. Marty Bishop “watched 
Pete Postel hit the dirt mound in the 
middle of the narrow wash and get 
airborne. Ortali blew a tire and began 
to melt into the pack. 

Oviatt had a commanding lead but 
Rich Smiley on the C bike kept him in 
sight. Al Baker-sponsored Novice, 
Rod Roderick had his 250cc bike 
screaming as the course took them 
across BMR, check three and the 
crossgrain. 

Heading up the wash toward BMR, 
#732 chased Gary White and Tim 
Jasper. Ned Pritchett was soon to pick 
up the choppy trail known as “Kidney 
Belt Flats.” 

J-R. Strachen reached the foothills 
ahead of Steve Knight. Mark Nelson 
didn’t get carried away on the windy, 
gnarly, access road. Mark Nelson 
could see Mayes Mountain to the right 
and the pits. Clearing the road and 
last check Paul Palmer, Clint Wood 
and Gordon Oblander headed for 
home.

Adams wins D-37 
Tuff E'Nuff enduro

KELSO VALLEY, CA, JUNE 11 
After two trying years the United 
Enduro Association was at last 
able to hold their Tuff E' Nuff 
enduro in the Sequoia National 
Forest. This was the first enduro to run 
in this area in many years and it is a 
significant accomplishment when you 
consider the land closure trend 
motorcyclists currently face. 

Most of the credit for this feat goes 
to UEA member Jerry Counts, who 
totally dedicated his time and energy 
to putting on this event. One obstacle 
after another arose and a lot of people 
said it couldn't be done but persistence 
paid off. 

Jerry arranged for the pit area to be 
on a piece of private property just 
north of Sageland in Kelso Valley. A 
creek bordered the pit area on the east 
and cattle roamed the nearby desert 
foothills. Not your typical scene at 
AMA D-37 enduro. To make the pit 
area accessible the creek had to be 
diverted through a culvert donated by 
Ron Sloan and a road bulldozed across 
the sandy creek bed: The kids loved 
playing in the creek and pit people got 
a chance to see their riders in action as 
the course ran down the creek at both 
the start and finish. 

After starting down the creek the 
course turned onto a fireroad that took 
the riders up into the pine covered 
Piute Mountains. Following а 
timekeeper's check on the road, the 
route led to a mountain trail which 

*featured a seemingly endless series of 
water bars. A check at the end of this 
dusty 18 mph Section found some “A” 
riders and most "B" and "C" riders 
late. However, everyone had a chance 
to get back on time at the 10 minute 
reset that followed. The UEA has 
several knowledgeable enduro riders 
and it showed in their check 
placement, speed average selection 
and judicious use of resets. 

Check D served as the “check-in” for 
a 24 mph "special test" section 
comprised of tight twisty trails, 
downed logs, and more water bars. 
When the UEA hiked this section with 
the Forest Service, the ranger pointed 


out bear tracks, on the trail. It is 
rumored that during the eve 
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large, hairy beast was seen running 
down the trail on all fours. Its not 
certain whether it was one of the bears 
that inhabit. the area, or course 
captain Ed Mazenko out doing a little 
last-minute course marking. 

The check at the end of the special 
test found even the best riders five 
minutes late. Again, a well placed 
reset got everyone back on time. 

After some more fireroad, the trail 
turned down a creek at six mph. Six is 
usually pretty slow, but not in this 
case. Lots of wet logs and rocks kept 
everyone busy. To top it off, a small 
bottleneck developed near the end of 
the section. Things were pretty well 
jammed up by a large log across the 
trail when Mark Heacox (Hus) 
arrived. Mark blazed a trail up the hill 
to the right and was on his way with no 
time lost. Mark's efforts later went for 
naught when he missed a turn on the 
pavement after the gas stop and 
wound up timekeeping halfway to 
Bakersfield. 

After the gas stop in Havilah, the 
riders headed back out on the 57.9- 
mile trip back to camp. Some of the 
Open class riders were worried about 
running out of gas, but the course was 
not a gas-eater and most made it. 


The water bar trails were again used 
as special tests, run im the opposite 
direction with the speed averages 
bumped up to 24 and 30 mph. Best 
score here was four minutes late by 
Maico-mounted Mike Godfrey. At one 
point the club tried to be cute by 
reducing the average to 12 mph after 
getting everyone late at 24. The idea 
was to catch people early but the UEA 
overestimated the riding ability of our 
local talent and most were lucky just to 
be a minute late. With National- 
caliber riders, this trick might have 
worked. 

Next year the UEA plans to ask the 
AMA for a National point event and, 
based on this year's performance, they 
could put on a good one. 

The only thing sub-standard was a 
little word game the UEA played with 
the route sheet. Because they had 
some good spots for checks that were 
less than five miles apart, they 
dreamed up the idea that free territory 
around the gas stop didn’t count as 
actual mileage. This supposedly made 
the 104-mile event less than 100 miles 
and qualified it for the three-mile free 
territory rule. On the positive side, the 
route sheet did feature mileage at the 


major turns, a good precaution 
against possible course marking 
sabotage.

Gary Ogden returns

After spending most of eight 
months in plaster, FMF's Gary 
Ogden made his return to moto- 
cross last week at DeAnza Cycle 
Park.

Carlsbad doing battle with the 
Continental Moto-sport Club folks.

Jammin’ Jack 
Johnson blasts 
Cherry Creek H&H

UREKA, UT, MAY 21 

Cherry Creek ’77 left no evidence 
of the muddy mire that created 
disaster by bogging down most 


of the bikes in the middle of a 


dry  lakebed, making recovery 
impossible until a helicopter was 
brought in to lift them out. Cherry 
Creek '78 bestowed the vast area, 
situated approximately 30 miles from 
Eureka, Utah, with another challenge 
of man against the elements. In pace 
of the moisture and mud that 
enchanted yesteryear, there emerged a 
beautiful sunny day, hampered only 
by a gusty wind that fluffed up the 


` dust. 


The varied terrain consisted of three 
courses, a grueling sand loop, a 
picturesque mountain loop and a fast- 
movin’ desert loop. 

The sand loop was encountered 
first, to take advantage of the cooler 
hours of the morning, then the 
mountain loop supplied the riders with 
a natural high as they accosted some 
11,000-foot peaks. This loop was the 
longest, containing 42 miles of 
splendor that eventually merged with 
the other loops for a total of f10 scenic 
miles. 

Sugar Loafers and the Salt Lake 
Motorcycle Clubs created a fantastic 
course and did a great job of handling 
the onrush of almost 300 riders who 
enlisted to do their thing and capture 
the thrill of beating the desert. They 
were all charged with anticipation and 
ready to try their luck against the 
unpredictable terraqueous land. The 
smokebomb exploded and the silence 
of the sleeping desert was fractured by 
the onslaught of the Expert racers. 

Jack Johnson (Hus) streamed away 
from the huge dust cloud and boldly 
chose his line of travel. His approach 
was disfigured by heat waves, giving 
the impression of an unreal mirage as 
he encountered the smokebomb, 
clipped past and continued his journey 
into the vast unknown, Chris Morgan 
(Hus) set a steady course towards the 
fading leader. 

The area suddenly became a 
mixture of buzzing bikes, swirling dust 
and half-blind riders, and in order to 
keep the body intact, a retreat was 
made towards the smoldering bomb. 
Most of the riders shot the sand tube in 
good condition and focused their 
attention on the first pit stop. 

Johnson was sighted on the horizon 


and his pit crew began their frantic 
display of readiness. His ghost-like 
form was there and gone, leaving only 
the impressions of knobbies in the sand 
as proof of his existence. Seconds later, 
the dream world was bombarded with 
the roar of Morgan’s mount, then the 
frenzied pit crews erupted into a mass 
of activity. They watered the bikes, 
gassed the riders and waved a frantic 
farewell still clutching the forgotten 
cleaned-up goggles. | 

Sam Bass continously held onto his 
position of seventh in line in the Jack 
Benny class and dialed his Husky to 
desert denominations. Al Rogers (Tri) 
rode in the Dinosaur division and won 
it with the calm, cool approach that 
won the 1962, '63, '65, '66, '68 and '69 
Cherry Creek races. 

The stragglers were still filtering 
through the second pit stop when a 
speck appeared on the horizon, 
announcing the return of Johnson. 
Morgan was right on his tail and the 
possibility of a change in the lead 
flashed inside the brain. The charge 
was too late coming, and Johnson 
shattered the checks first, while 
Morgan was scored to the hilt in his 
vain attempt to overtake the leader. 
Morgan's rpms faded 100 feet away 
from the realms of glory, and his ride 
resembled a slow-motion picture. His 
bike buckled from the excessive strain 
by losing the countershaft and spitting 
out the tranny. Morgan dismounted 
and gazed at the bike with remorse 
while the crowd went nuts. The sight 
and sounds of Preston Gerber (KTM) 
and Scott Gerber (Hus) invaded the 
stillness, while Morgan, seemingly 
unaware, mourned his mount. The 
suspense increased to a feverish pitch 
and wild cheers sliced through the air 
as Morgan finally pushed his bike past 
the checks. Preston Gerber sped in just 
ahead of Scott to gain the 250cc 
Expert trophy for first. 

Jack Johnson settled back into his 
oasis, somehow managing to look as 
rested as he did before the race, and 
termed Cherry Creek as the ultimate 
desert classic.

Motorcycle drag racing thunder- 
ed back for the first time in over 
five racing seasons to Green Val- 
ley Race City, and was marked 
with a shower of national records, 
including a new Top Fuel mark and 
the fastest side-by-side Top Fuel run 
ever made at an all-cycle drag event. 

Entered for the first time at a 
Dragbike National Championship 
series event, "Big Carl” Ahfeldt 
brought the Motorcycles Unlimited 
double and single-engined orange 
Kawasaki Z fuelers to Green Valley 
and proceeded to mop up. The 
Motorcycle Unlimited Top Fuel entry, 
a double Z-1 ridden by Kenny 
Annesely, took Top Fuel. 

On Saturday,-Annesley pulled onto 
the strip and faced the strong double 
Harley of Marion Owens and the duo 
laid down the fastest side-by-side 
motorcycle run in the history of all- 
bike drag meets, with Annesley in at 
7.90-185.56 while Owens cooked up a 
super 7.95-174.41. 

On Sunday, Top Fuel started off 
with Annesley improving on his 
Saturday mark with the fastest TF ever 
turned at an all-cycle event with a 
7.796-185.56 to defeat the double 
Triumph of Duke McDonald. In the 
second pairing, Marion . Owens 
continued his seven-second barrage 
with a stout 7.928-174.41 against 
Randy Williams. 

On the final, Annesley wheelied out 
of the gate, bounced the front end 
twice and hung on with the throttle 
screwed to the stop for quickest Top 
Fuel final in Dragbike history and the 
fastest speed in all-cycle drag racing 
history —  7.892-185.95 with the 
Owens Harley just a hairsbreadth 
behind at a thundering 8.094-177.86 
mph. - :

Pro Stock was the property of Sid 
Pogue, who defeated Pat Spencer and 
finally Vickie Farr after taking the low 
qualifier first round. Finalist Vickie 
Farr earned. her finals berth as Brad 
Adair, her first round opponent, 
broke a chain, and then she outran 
Barry Warren by a tight 9.482-9.667 
margin in the semifinal. On the final, 
the score stood for Pogue with a 9.446- 
139.10 as Vickie encountered prob- 
lems and shut off. 

In Competition Eliminator, Terry 
Kizer and LeMoyne Parsons teamed 
up to win that title with a strong 
B/Altered turbo Kawasaki which also 
set a new B/AT national record of 
9.33-153.06 mph. 

In Modified Eliminator, (һе 
Kawasaki A/Mod of Jerry Simpson 
wound up on top of the heap after a 
tough fight in this hotly-contested 
sportsman category. In the runnerup 
slot, with the first final round 
sportsman finish for this marque in 
many years, was the Triumph Trident 
of Lee Manis.

The 15th annual Idaho State XC 
race was held in Orofino, 
Idaho. and would be more accu- 
rately described as the Northern

Only 61 riders were allowed past the 
first gas check and all of those also 
made the second check. 

The last loop took its toll on 12 
bikes, so only 49 finished the race. 

The 250cc class was the most 
hazardous as only five finished of 20 
starters. Allen Deyo, Yamaha ISDT 
rider, won the race in three hours on 
an IT 175. Ten minutes behind was 
Tracy Prickett, 250cc, followed by 
Doug Matson, 175cc, and Mark Deyo, , 
400 IT. Fifth overall and first 125cc 
was Lou Magnum.
